onditions. 

The Navy in the past few months rapid- 
yhas been acquiring the vessels necessary 
lo serve its fleet and air arm, while the 
Maritime Commission has been just as 
wily engaged in speeding construction 
fnew tonnage intended for the Navy, for 
he normal commerce of the country, and 
fr transfer to Britain to help offset the 
palling maritime losses of that empire.

Blanket Pay Raise Proposed 
A blanket the 
total base pay and allowances of all offi 


10 per cent increase in 
cers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard is 
vided in a bill, H.R. 4441, introduced in 


the House this week by Representative 
Melvin J. Maas, Minn., ranking Republi 
can member of the House Naval Affairs 


Committee. The bill also would authorize 
additional increases up to another 10 per 
cent if the cost of living increases to u 
point where such pay raises were deemed 
necessary by the President. 

Mr. Maus made the following statement 
regarding his bill: 

“There has been no adjustment in the 
pay schedule in the military service since 
10S and yet the cost of living has gone 
up tremendously and during this emer 
vency it is going to go up even higher. It 
will affect the officers and the support of 
the families of even the lowest paid en 
listed men. There is every reason to be 
lieve that the war taxes will be placed on 
amusements. The essence of the military 
organization fundamentally is morale and 
the increased efliciency of the military 
service through a contented personnel will 
far more than offset the additional cost 
of this bill. It is a matter of justice and 
fairness.” 

Text of Bill

Army Mobilization Program 
America has created a fighting army in 
than a year, Brig. Gen. Harry L 
Twaddle, OC of S G-3, told the special 
Senate committee investigating National 
Defense at hearings Tuesday and 
Wednesday. He recounted the various 
phases of the mobilization plans as de 
veloped and revised since the World War 
and after tracing the progress made since 
the first units of the National Guard were 
ordered into active service and the Selec 
tive Service Act was passed, declared: 
“By 30 June 1941, exclusive of strong 
overseas garrisons, we will have 27 divi 
sions in being and at, or nearly at, their 
full fighting strength. We will likewise, 
have four armored divisions we had 
none a year ago. We will have approxi 
mately forty regiments of anti-aircraft 
artillery, twenty-seven regiments of Corps 
Field Artillery, and fifteen regiments of 
Corps and Army Engineers. We will have

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Temporary Promotion 
for Navy-Marine Corps 


Temporary appointment and promotion 
of Navy and Marine Corps personnel dur 
ing periods of war or national emergency 
is authorized in the bill Il, R. 4478 intro 
duced this week by Representative Carl 
W. Vinson, Ga., chairman of the Llouse 
Naval Affairs Committee. The bill has 
been referred to the Naval Affairs Com 
mittee which will commence hearings on 
the measure on 12 May. 

The bill will supplant an earlier mea 
sure, Il, R. 2109, which provided for the 
appointment of enlisted men and commis 
Sioned warrant und warrant officers of 
the regular Navy and Marine Corps and 
the Fleet Reserve as commissioned war 
rant or warrant officers in the Naval Re 
serve, The original bill was approved by 
the committee on 22 Jan. 141 but the 
report was held up, reportedly at the re 
quest of the President. 

The new measure provides for tem 
porary appointment and = promotions 
rather than reserve commissions and em 
braces a far higher field, ranging from 
warrant officers to flag oflicers in the 
Navy and General officers in the Marine 
Corps 

The bill is understood to be identical 
with the one drafted by the Navy Depart 
ment for submission to Congress, That 
bill, however, together with the proposed 
letter of transmittal, has not yet been 
cleared by the Bureau of the Budget. 
There appears little doubt, however, but 


that formal administrative approval of 

the measure will be forthcoming. 
Secretary of the Navy Knox said he 

had no idea about the number of rear 


admirals that might be appointed by the 
Navy under the terms of the bill, “Our 
needs are very modest and promotions will 
be made only to meet the needs of the 
expanding tleet.”. Maj. Gen. Thomas Hol 
comb, commandant of the Marine Corps, 
said the crying need of the Marine Corps 
at this time is for more captains. He said 
he did not anticipate any early promotions 
to general officers, It was stated that at 
least for the next few the bill 
would be used only to make promotions 
up to the grade of lieutenant commander. 

Rear Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, and other 
Navy officers were prepared to testify on 
the bill this week but action was deferred 
until 12 May at the request of Represen 
tative Warren Magnuson, Wash., who said 
he wanted to call several witnesses on the 
bill. 

Mr. Magnuson told the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL that he was in general approval 
of the bill but did not believe it dealt quite 
fairly with warrant officers, “I believe,

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Press Views Navy’s Public Relations Change; Ponders its 


Creation of a new oflice of Public Relations, announced by Secretary of the Navy 
Knox, with Rear Adm, Arthur J. Hepburn, USN, as its director, is a topic receiving 
considerable attention by editors of the nation’s press. In various papers have ap- 
peared discussions of the new office and its effect upon the release of news by the 
Navy Department. 

The New York Times in a lengthy digest on the new office declared, “censorship 
of Government information at the source—which is one of the two forms of censor 
ship--advanced an important organizational step when the Navy Department re- 
called Rear Adm. Hepburn to control the channel there.” The Times added that 
“Smooth and wise operation of the brakes of military information requires that the 
machine be run by oflicers of suflicient rank to settle differences of opinion among 
subordinates as to what should be given out and what withheld, and to stand up firmly 
if necessary against the civil chiefs of the department. This rank is possessed by 
Admiral Hlepburn and General Richardson (chief of the War Department branch 
of public relations). Commander Thurber, who has been in charge of the Navy, has 
all the courage and perspicacity he needs to perform the functions. But commanders 
cannot deal with the Admirals as successfully as other Admirals can, and assign 
ment to the sea-duty he long ago requested is doubtless highly pleasing to Com 
mander Thurber.” The Times continued with the assertion that, “there remain, how 
ever, unsolved aspects to the problem of what, in’ the defense effort, is informing 
and useful to publish; what should be suppressed entirely ; what should be withheld 
for later publication because it concerns administrative defects the public eventually 
has a right to know about. Until or unless full censorship is imposed by the govern 
ment on the press, and even until or unless the existing source censorship is coordi 
nated under a formula, the solutions will probably be lacking.” 

The Times concluded with the opinion that “With a Rear Admiral and a Major 
General in charge of the military press bureaus, military information in the govern 
ment’s possession should now be sifted in a manner satisfactory to the armed services 
und to the newspapers. This is especially likely in view of the fact that both are 
officers of ripe experience, both committed to the stated view that the public is 
entitled to everything that will not be serviceable to nations unfriendly to this coun-

try. From time to time disputes are certain to arise over categories and dcetinitigy 
of news. But it should not be too difficult to work out these.” 

The Washington, ID. C., Star, in comment on the change said, “there is no offigy 
indication that the Navy’s press reorganization would result in relaxing long stang 
ing restriction on news considered to be dangerous to the nation’s first line of q 
fense. Secretary Knox already has obtained the voluntary agreement of 1m WSpaper 
publishers and press associations to withhold news during the present emergepe 
about ship movements and similar information.” 

The Washington, D. C., Post, viewed the action of Secretary Knox in creatipy 
the new office and summoning Admiral Hepburn to head the new bureau with Hy 
O'Flaherty, managing editor of the Chicago Daily News, as his assistant as “coming 
at a tense time.” The Post declared that “the Navy, from the commander down 4 
the gob knows that if a ‘shooting war’ comes, the Navy will be the first to striky 
The Knox announcement comes, too, on the heels of the first real test of voluntay 
censorship—-the controversy over whether newspapers should have printed the ney, 
about HI.M.S. Malaya, the damaged British warship which arrived in New York Ha 
bor in broad daylight. In picking Rear Admiral Hepburn to handle public relations 
for the Navy, Secretary Knox picked one of the foremost men in the service.’ 

The New York /crald Tribune declared that the new office of public relations 
is a move to amplify the public relations establishment of the Navy, and added thy

Progress of Defense 

Labor strikes in defense plants and the 
question of convoying cargo vessels in 
the Athintie are the two principal sub 
jects before Congress in connection with 
national defense. Another subject that 
inay become prominent is the increasing 
tendency of the administration to fix com 
modity prices. 

The House next week will undertake 
disposition of the Vinson bill to discour 
age strikes in plants producing equip 
ment and materials for the Navy. Deter 
mined opposition to the bill has been ex 
pressed by Sidney Hillman, co-director of 
the Office of Production Management ; 
William Green, president of the Ameri 
can Federation of Labor; and Philip 
Murray, president of the C.L0. Their ob 
jections are aimed at the provision which 
requires a cooling-off period of twenty 
five days before a strike may be called in 
a defense plant. Mr. Hillman has insisted 
in testimony before committees of Con 
gress that industrial labor relations are 
not only reasonably satisfactory but are 
improving. Tle sees no necessity for labor 
legislation of any kind at this time, but 
agrees that in extreme cases of labor 
deadlocks it may be necessary for the 
vovernment to take over the operation of 
plants whose products are urgently 
needed, Mr. Green and Mr. Murray, in 
behalf of their organizations, have urged 
reconsideration of the bill by the Com 
mittee of Naval Affairs and the elimina 
tion of the provision for a cooling-off pe 
riod or any tendency toward compulsory 
arbitration of disputes. 


Opposition to Convoys 


Taking advantage of the growing 
popular opposition to involvement in the 
war, Senators supporting the Tobey reso 
lution forbidding the use of American 
warships as convoys of cargo vessels 
bound for war areas are shaping strateg'c 
plans for forcing this resolution to the 
front. It will be considered by the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations next week. 
Administration senators opposed to the 
Tobey resolution are supposed to be in 
the majority on the committee, but 
whether they will have the hardihood to 
attempt to smother the measure in com 
mittee remains to be seen, Agitation for 
a Senate vote is vigorous and increasing, 
backed by reports from the country at 
large that-67 per cent of the people ob 
ject to the use of American convoys. 

The turn of events in Greece is said to 
have brought renewed requests from the 
British authorities for co-operation by 
the United States in making sure that 
supplies for Britain shall be protected in 
transit. The supply line is not only thin 
in ships, but unprotected for much of the 
way across the Atlantic. The British ap 
peal for more ships has had a favorable 
response, but official denial is made that 
the vessels are escorted by American 
warships. 

No positive commitment, however, has 
been forthcoming from the administra 
tion. There is neither a visible tendency 
to resort to convoys nor a pledge that con 
voys will not be used. The silence of the 
administration on this point is seized 
upon by the opposition as evidence that 
convoys are contemplated and will be em 
ployed unless Congress bars such action 
by law. One compromise now suggested

creases. But in the coal strike, called for 
the purpose of boosting wages, Adminis 
trator Henderson refused to fix prices on 
the ground that such action might reduce 
the output of coal. What action he will 
take in case the coal dispute results in a 
general wage increase is still undisclosed, 
but some of his critics in Congress charge 
that he is waiting until wages are raised 
and will then freeze coal prices to prevent 
producers from passing along the cost of 
these increased wages. 

The order of the Agriculture Depart 
ment virtually fixing the ceiling price of 
hogs at $9 per 100 pounds has started a 
rumpus in Congress, led by representa 
tives from farm states. They insist that 
while only a few cases of price-fixing in 
industry are likely, a general freezing of 
farm prices is in sight. They charge that 
organized industrial influence is working 
to raise prices in spite of administration 
warnings, but that the unorganized farm 
ers are the victims of price-fixing. 

It is admitted on all sides that prices 
generally are increasing, including rents. 
As strikes for increased wages have a 
bearing upon prices, or are feared to have 
un influence in the boosting of industrial 
prices, the administration forces in Con 
gress are anxious to avoid debates that 
would arouse public feeling on the labor 
issue and perhaps lead to far-reaching 
regulation of prices throughout industry 
and agriculture. In this connection leg 
islators are reminded that the excessively 
low prices fixed for coal production early 
in the world war led to a coal famine that

«ome hundreds of other units of all arms 
and services — most of which were on 
paper only a year ago. We will, in fact, 
have an army, not trained, as yet, as 
well as it will be trained later; and not 
equipped, as yet, as well as it will be 
equipped later, it is true. It is however, 
right now, an army in fact and not in 
theory and it could fight tomorrow if it 
had to.” 

The present mobilization plan, General 
Twaddle said, is based on the Protective 
Mobilization Plan as visualized in 1927 
and as successively brought to its present 
form. “By means of it,” he declared, “an 
orderly mobilization is being accom- 
plished and a balanced force, capable of 
performing the tasks required of it, is 
taking shape. Had the Protective Mobili- 
mtion Plan, 1940, not existed, it is not 
gnlikely that we would now have little 
more than a mob of men in training 
camps with the attainment of our objec- 
tive—the creation of a fighting army— 
months in the future.” 


In a further discussion of mobilization 
plans, General Twaddle said : 


“In 1936, the War Department’s study of 
the procurement possibilities of American in- 
dustry in relation to the mobilization plan 
indicated that equipment could no longer be 
procured in the initial months of a war in 
sufficient quantity to make a plan, such as 
had been contemplated up to that time, feasi- 
ble. The conception of the extremely rapid 
mobilization of an Army of the size visualized 
in previous plans was abandoned as being 
neither practical nor desirable under condi- 
tions as they then existed. An analysis of the 
needs of National Defense indicated that 
mobilization should proceed in the following 
stages. 

“First, the initial mobilization of a small 
but well-trained and equipped force, com- 
posed of the Regular Army and the National 
Guard, and to be known as the Initial Pro- 
tective Force. This force was to be ready for 
use thirty days after the incidence of a na- 
tional emergency and was given the mission 
of protecting the continental United States 
(including Hawaii and Panama) while larger 
forees were being mobilized. 

“Second, the mobilization of an additional 
force of approximately 700,000 men in suc- 
cessive stages and on a schedule consonant 
with the production schedule of which in- 
dustry was capable. The man power mobil- 
ized in these two forces would total approxi- 
mately 1,150,000 men and the plans for this 
mobilization are collectively known as the 
Protective Mobilization Plan. 

“Third, the augmentation in successive 
stages of the force mobilized under the Pro- 
tective Mobilization Plan to a total force of 
4,000,000. This augmentation would likewise 
follow a definite schedule, the additional man 
power being procured at a rate not greater 
than that at which equipment could be pro- 
cured. Under the above plans, mobilization 
would be complete by the end of 390 days 
after it had begun. This plan differed radi- 
tally from its predecessors in that, at any 
stage from M (the day mobilization began) 
to 390M (the day mobilization was com- 
pleted), a balanced force was to be available 
for use as needed. In other words, the plan 
substituted for the unhealthy mushroom 
growth of the Army during the World War, 
4 controlled and even growth about the 
nucleus of the force which would be available 
when mobilization began. 

“Based on this conception, the Protective 
Mobilization Plan of 1937 was prepared. Due 
to the large amount of detailed work involved, 
this plan was not completed in all its parts 
until the following year, at which time—with 
certain revisions—it became the Protective 
Mobilization Plan, 1938. The 1939 and 1940 
Plans did not differ basically from the 1938 
Plan, being refinements thereto to bring the 
Seeing plans up to date. These revisions 
wes necessitated chiefly by increases in the 
Tall strength of the Regular Army and the 
‘ pansion of certain arms within the Regular 
ie such as the Air Corps and the Armored

Enlisted Pilot Training for Army 


Legislation authorizing the training of 
enlisted men of the Army as aviation stu- 
dents was introduced in the House this 
week by Representative Andrew J. May, 
Ky., at the request of the War Depart- 
ment. The bill, H. R. 4449, which the com- 
mittee reported out this week, would au- 
thorize the Secretary of War to prescribe 
regulations governing such training and 
provides for $5,000 government life insur- 
ance for each student. The purpose of the 
proposed legislation is described in the 
following letter written by Under Secre- 
tary of War Patterson: 


Secretary's Letter 

“There is inclosed herewith draft of a bill 
‘To authorize the training of enlisted men of 
the Army as aviation students,’ which the 
War Department recommends be enacted into 
law. 

“The purpose of the proposed legislation is 
to authorize essential aviation training of en- 
listed men in grade so as to make possible the 
creation of an additional pilot group com- 
prised of noncommissioned officers, in appro- 
priate grades and ratings, within the Air 
Corps with career advantages, for individuals 
who lack the educational qualifications re- 
quired for appointment as flying cadets (offi- 
cer candidates); and to provide, without ex- 
pense to the individual, Government life in- 
surance in the amount of $5,000 for such per- 
sonnel during their training period. 

“Legislative authority to conduct aviation 
training, including pilot instruction, of en- 
listed men in grade is deemed necessary be- 
cause of the mandatory character of the lan- 
guage used in the Act of 11 July 1919 (41 
Stat. 109, 10 U. S. C. 297) which provides in 
part: 
“ ‘Aviation students shall be enlisted in 

or appointed to the grade of flying cadet, 

Air Service, which grade is hereby estab- 

lished.’ 

“Though the Act of 2 July 1926 (44 Stat. 780, 
10 U.S.C.291f), provides in pertinent part that 
‘on and after 1 July 1929, and in times of peace, 
not less than 20 percentum of the total num- 
ber of pilots employed in tactical units in the 
Air Corps shall be enlisted men, except when 
the Secretary of War shall determine that it 
is impractical to secure that number of en- 
listed pilots,’ it has been held that this Act 
did not change the mandatory provisions of 
the Act of 11 July 1919, that all enlisted avia- 
tion students must be trained in the grade of 
flying cadet. 

“Based on the above provisions of existing 
law and guided by what the Department be- 
lieved to be the clear intent of Congress as 
well as due to the cost and complexity of mod- 
ern airplanes and their operation, War De- 
partment policy has in the past prescribed 
that, with the exception of officer candidates 
undergoing training as flying cadets, all pilots 
should be commissioned officers. It now ap- 
pears, however, that due to the proportions of 
the present expansion program and since other 
nations are utilizing successfully a certain 
percentum of noncommissioned officer pilots, 
the War Department should adopt a definite 
plan for utilizing an appropriate percentum 
of this class of personnel in its expansion 
program. 

“This legislation if enacted into law will 
effect an ultimate saving to the Government 
for it would enable the department to reduce 
the number of additional commissioned offi- 
cers which otherwise would be required to 
fully carry out extensive program of expan- 
sion. 

“The Bureau of the Budget advises that 
there is no objection to the submission of 
this proposed legislation for the considera- 
tion of the Congress.” 


Text of Bill 

Following is the text of the bill: 

“Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of 
War be, and he is hereby, authorized, under 
such regulations as he may prescribe, to cause 
the detail of enlisted men of the Regular Army 
and of other components of the Army of the 
United States in active Federal service for 
training and instruction as aviation students, 
in their respective grades, in such numbers 
and schools as he shall direct: Provided, 
That enlisted men so detailed as aviation stu- 
dents who are undergoing courses of instruc- 
tion which require them to participate regu- 
larly and frequently in aerial flights, shall be 
issued Government life insurance in the 
amount of $5,000 under the National Service 
Life Insurance Act of 1940 (Public Numbered 
801, title VI, part 1), except that the premiums 


shall be paid by the government during the | 


period such enlisted men are undergoing 
training and instruction, and upon completion 





of training and instruction as aviation stu- 
dents they shall have the option of continuing 
such policies at their own expense; And pro- 
vided further, That nothing herein shall be 
construed as repealing or otherwise affecting 
existing statutory authorization for the ap- 
pointment and training of aviation students or 
aviation cadets.” 





Navy, Marine Policy Boards 


The Navy and the Marine Corps Re- 
serve policy boards completed their an- 
nual meetings late last week, having dis- 
cussed a number of problems of interest 
to the Reserves, and submitted reports to 
the Secretary of the Navy, as required by 
the Naval Reserve Act of 1938. 

Both boards met on 7 April. The Navy 
board adjourned on 18 April, and the 
Marine board finished its sessions on 19 
April. 

Recommendations of the boards will 
not be known until the Secretary reviews 
the reports and takes actions on their 
findings. It is obvious however, that a 
number of new problems were presented 
by the induction to active service of many 
Navy and Marine Reserve components 
and organizations. 

Such problems would include advisa- 
bility of modifying promotion system for 
both officers and enlisted men, especially 
the qualifications of personnel for promo- 
tion, since extended active duty offers 
training that no amount of drills or cor- 
respondence work can provide. 

Brig. Gen. Samuel M. Harrington, 
USMC, director of the Marine Corps Re- 
serve, was president of the Marine Corps 
Reserve policy board, while Capt. John 
F. Shafroth, USN, director of the Naval 
Reserve Division, Bureau of Navigation, 
was president of the Naval Reserve 
Policy Board. 





Apply for Commissions 


Only four days remain within which 
National Guard and Reserve officers on 
active duty may submit applications to 
take competitive examinations for per- 
manent appointment in the Regular 
Army. The deadline for filing of applica- 
tions is 1 May. 

About 100 appointments in the Regular 
Army will be made as a result of the ex- 
aminations to be held in July and Sep- 
tembér. Full details on the method of 
applying were printed in the 5 April issne 
of the Army anp Navy Jorvrnar. They 
will be found also in the 1941 edition of 
AR 605-8, copies of which have heen sent 
to every post and station commander. 


Enlisted Pilots 


Approval of the Senate Military com- 
mittee was given vesterday to S. 1271 in- 
troduced by Senator Reynolds. anthoriz- 
ing detail of enlisted men of all com- 
ponents of the Army of the Tnited States 
in active service to pilot training schools 
in their permanent grades. 

The committee amended the bill to in- 
erease the amount of government insnur- 
ance to he carried for each enlisted pilot 
trainee from $5,000 to $10,000. 








Charges Army Laxness 


Failure of the Army to complete its 
huge cantonment construction pnrovram 
on schedule and within the original esti- 
mated costs was assailed this week bv 
Senator Harry 8. Truman, Mo.. chairman 
of the snecial Senate committee investi- 
gating National Defense Senator Trnman 
charged that the Army had had 20 years 
to prenare plans for such a nrogram and 
acensed it of heing “derelict” for its 
failure to produce on time. 

The Truman blast occurred while Lt. 
Col. 8. J. Chamberlain. OC of S G-4, was 
testifying concerning the progress being 
made in construction of militarv camps. 
Tater Colonel Chamberlain was joined on 
the witness stand bv Brig. Gen. Brehon 
Somervell, chief of the construction divi- 
sion. Office of the Ouartermaster General, 
hoth of whom defended the progress of 
the present program. 

Colonel Chamberlain said the War De 
partment had been forced to make its 
plans for the sudden expansion in the 
army in about three months, eliciting a 
retort from Senator Truman that the 
Army had had 20 years to prepare plans. 
Truman in turn was answered by Gen- 
eral Somervell who said: “We have had 


twenty years to prepare plans, but it 
would have been just as impossible for 
the army to get money from Congress to 
prepare plans as it is now to get your 
enthusiastic cooperation.” 





Four Generals Named 


Nominations of two Regular Army 
officers and two National Guardsmen to 
be temporary brigadier generals in the 
Army of the United States were sent to 
the Senate late yesterday. 

The regulars nominated for promotion 
are Col. Sidney P. Spalding, OD, and Lt. 
Col. Harry C. Ingles, SC. 

The National Guardsmen nominated 
were Col. Leo M. Kreber, FA, and Col. 
Godfrey Cheshire, FA. 





Table Retired Bill 


The House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs this week tabled the bill H. R. 4442 
authorizing the employment on active 
duty in time of war or national emer- 
gency of all retired Regular Army person- 
nel, with or without their consent. Maj. 
Ira P. Swift, GSC, OC of 8S, told the com- 
mittee that the main purpose of the bill 
is to enable the War Department to better 
plan distribution of personnel. The bill 
was introduced recently by Chairman 
Andrew J. May, Ky., at the request of the 
War Department. 

Committee members were privately 
critical of a provision in the bill prohibit- 
ing increased pay or allowances to officers 
advanced in rank under authority of cer- 
tain previous statutes. It was charged 
that the bill, as written, would grant pre- 
ferential rights to a small proportion of 
the retired personnel recalled to active 
duty. 





New Taxes 


New income tax proposals designed to 
raise approximately $4,000,000,000 have 
been submitted to Congress by the Trens- 
ury Department and are now being 
studied by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. Consideration also is being given 
a taxation proposal said to have been 
prepared by the staff of the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Taxation, which 
is somewhat more moderate than the 
Treasury proposal. A comparison of the 
two plans and the present tax, on Incomes 
of childless married couples earning up 
to $10,000 a year follows:

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Pay for Parachutists 


The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on HR 4081, 
a bill providing increased pay for officers 
or warrant officers of the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps not in flying-pay status whe 
are assigned or attached to parachute 
units, including parachute - jumping 
schools. 

Under provisions of the bill commis- 
sioned and warrant officers actively en- 
gaged in making parachute jumps will re- 
ceive $100 per month additional pay. 

Maj. Ira P. Swift, GSC, in testimony 
before the committee declared that para- 
chutists, due to the nature of their duties 
are subjected to greater risks than other 
branches of service. “There are two risks 
envolved for parachute troops,” Maj. 
Swift told the committee. “These risks 
may be classed under two headings -di 
rect and accumulative.” 

Major Swift explained to the commit 
tee that direct risks were the risks in- 
volved in flying. Accumulative risks, he 
explained, are those encountered by para- 
chutists when they jump from planes 
above broken fields, hillsides, and the like. 


Maj. W. M. Miley, of the parachute 
battalion at Ft. Benning, Ga., told the 
committee that at the present time, 351 
officers assigned to parachute duty would 
benefit by passage of the legislation, and 
added that this number would be multi 
plied by four before the end of 1941, These 
851 officers, Maj. Miley explained are as 
signed to the parachute battalion and ac- 
tually engaged in making parachute 
jumps. Officers assigned to the battalion 
but not actively engaged in making 
jumps, will not receive any increase in 
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pay by provisions of the bill, Major Miley 
said 


Major Miley furnished the committee 
with a break-down on accidents suffered 
by the parachute battalion. The report 
showed that since the organization of the 
battalion, one death has been recorded, 
and that was caused by a parachute fail- 
ing to open. In addition to this the report 
showed six broken legs, one broken shoul- 
der, four broken ankles, one broken tue, 
and one broken rib, had been sustained 
by parachutists. Major Miley pointed out 
that those casualties were sustained in 
approximately 3,000 jumps. 

He added that it is virtually impossible 
for parachutists to secure insurance, and 
held that their pay was inadequate for 
the risks involved, as compared to other 
branches of the service. 


Gen. Drum Lauds Ft. Dix 

It. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, commanding 
general of the First Army, attending com 
mand post exercises at Fort Dix this week 
offered comment to the men and officers 
of Fort Dix for marked advances in train 
ing and equipment. 

“The men look fine,” Gen. Drum said, 
“and I sense that the winter spent in tents 
gave them the esprit de corps they 
couldn’t have obtained in any other way. 
It is obvious they’re tough as nails.” 

yen. Drum also expressed satisfaction 
with command post problems which have 
been in session at Fort Dix, and ended 
on Wednesday with a critique attended by 
some 350 officers and noncommissioned 
officers. 








Army Aviation Cadets 


The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week voted to report favorably on 8. 
840, a bill to create the grade of aviation 
eadet in the Air Corps, Regular Army. 
and to prescribe the pay and allowances 
for men designated as aviation cadets. 

Maj. Gen. George H. Brett, acting Chief 
of the Air Corps, is testifying before the 
House committee, said that the chief pur- 
pose of the bill is to re-adjust the pay of 
the Army aviation cadet on a parity with 
the Naval Aviation Cadet. 

General Brett pointed out that at the 
present time, the Army Aviation Cadet re 
ceives no uniform allowance and declared 
that when these cadets pass training re- 
quirements and are taken into the Army 
as reserve officers that the cost of buying 
new uniforms in many instances causes 
the cadets to go into debt to pay for them. 

“An aviation cadet receives $75 per 
month while undergoing training,” Gen 
eral Brett pointed out, “To live comfort- 
ably, not extravagently, requires all of 
this monthly allowance.” 

He further pointed out that the Nayual 
Aviation Cadet receives $150 uniform al 
lowance. The Naval Aviation Cadet is 
also provided with insurance, paid by the 
government. The Army Cadet does not 
receive any such insurance, he added. 

In addition, General Brett said that the 
Naval Aviation Cadet, upon completion 
of training and being commissioned re 
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ceived a bonus of $1,500 for three years of 
active duty. Army cadets after receiving 
commission, receive only $500 bonus for 
three years active duty. 

Under provisions of this bill, Govern- 
ment life insurance in the amount of $10,- 
000 would be furnished cadets, with the 
privilege of continuing the policies at 
their own expense after being commis- 
sioned in the Air Corps Reserve. The bill 
would also provide for a $500 bonus for 
each complete year of active service in 
the Air Corps Reserve, served by these 
officers. 


Aides for General Officers 

The War Department has advised the 
service that the shortage of Regular Army 
officers and the increase of General Offi- 
cers under the present expanded Army 
is such as to make it necessary that the 
number of officers of this category detailed 
as aides to general officers be held to 
minimum. Effective at once, it was an- 
nounced, and continuing during the pres- 
ent emergency, the following allotment of 
aides, for those general officers who are 
authorized aides, is announced: 

General—6 officers, to and including the 
grade of colonel. 

Lieutenant General—% officers, 
cluding the grade of colonel. 

Major General—2 officers, to and including 
the grade of lieutenant colonel. 

Brigadier General—2 officers, to and includ 

ing the grade of major. 
_ General officers may have, it was ruled, 
not to exceed, one Regular Army officer 
aide. The remaining authorized aides will 
be selected from Reserve or National 
Guard officers. 

Necessary action will be taken by all 
concerned to readjust the detail of aides 
in accordance with the new policies. How- 
ever, where Regular Army officers are now 
on duty as aides in excess of the number 
now authorized, the necessary adjustment 
may be made by 1 July 1941.

Barrage Balloon Training 

A barrage balloon training center will 
be organized within «a few days at the 
new Coast Artillery Unit Training Center 
at Camp Davis, N. C. A number of units 
similar to the 3rd Barrage Balloon Squad- 
ron at Ft. Lewis, Wash., probably will 
be organized and trained at the station. 
The 3rd Squadron, which was converted 
to its present use only a few months ago, 
is the only unit of its type in the Army. 
It is an Air Corps unit, but the new or- 
ganizations to be formed will be Coast 
Artillery Corps units. The closest liaison 
will be maintained between the Coast Ar- 
tillery and the Air Corps in the organi- 
zation and operation of the new training 
center. 

Originally it was planned to organize 
eight 2,000-man semi-mobile coast artil- 
lery regiments at Camp Davis, designated 
93d to 100th, inclusive, but organization 
of two of the regiments—the 97th and 
98th Coast Artillery Regiments—has been 
deferred. Facilities under construction for 
these regiments may be utilized by the 
barrage balloon organizations. 





Activation of Finance Offices 

In keeping with a policy of allowing 
qualified finance personnel attached to the 
National Guard divisions inducted into 
federal service to assume control of the 
divisional disbursements, the Finance 
Department this week authorized the ac- 
tivation of finance offices for the 37th Di- 
vision, National Guard. The authorization 
was ordered effective on 14 April. 

The Department stated that plans for 
activation of other National Guard divi- 
sional finance offices are now being made. 





Col. Donovan at West Point 

Col. William J. Donovan, World War 
commander of the 69th Division who re- 
cently returned from an observation tour 
of European battlefronts for the Presi- 
dent, spoke to officers, wives, and mem- 
bers of the first class at the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, N. Y., 
on Monday, 21 April.

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Evacuation of Dependents 


To carry out the Act of 5 April 1941, 
providing for transportation back to the 
United States of dependents and house- 
hold goods of Navy personnel, the follow- 
ing Alnav has been sent to the service: 


“Effective for fiscal yenr 141, the Act of 5 
April 1941, authorizes transportation of de- 
pendents and packing and shipment of house- 
hold effects of personnel of the naval estab- 
lishment on duty at stations outside conti- 
nental limits of the United States and in 
Alaska, from such stations to such locations 
to Continental United States as may be se- 
lected by the Secretary of the Navy prior to 
issuance of orders for change of station, when 
the Secretary of the Navy determines evacua- 
tion desirable, and later from such locations 
in the United States to duty stations to which 
such personnel may be ordered, Transporta- 
tion will be by government transport if avail- 
able, otherwise, by commercial conveyance. 
Points in Continental United States to which 
transportation of dependents and household 
effects are authorized are the home of the 
personnel or dependents, place of residence of 
relatives or such other place as may be speci- 
fically approved in each case by the Secre- 
tary. 

“Application for transportation of depen- 
dents under authority of -this act must be 
submitted to the Bureau of Navigation ex- 
cept from oversens stations to port of entry 
in the United States. Applications for house- 
hold effects will be submitted In accordance 
with Article 1875-2, Supplies and Accounts 
Manual. Reason for travel or shipment to 
desired destinations must be stated in ench 
case. Applications for transportation of de- 
pendents and household effects to new duty 
station must show to what point transporta- 
tion obtained on evacuation. Claims for re- 
imbursement may be submitted for travel of 
dependents and packing and shipment of 
honsehold effects performed on own expense 
under above conditions on or since 1 July 
1940.”

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Disability Retirement Bill 
Opposed 


The Navy Department does not approve 
of legislation to authorize the retirement 
of enlisted men of the Navy and Murine 
Corps for physical disability contracted 
in line of duty after four yenrs service, 
as provided in the bill Tl. R. 3148 recently 
introduced by Representative Melvin J. 
Maas, Minn. “The Navy Department con- 
siders it inequitable to award pension 
benefits upon the length of service of the 
disabled rather than upon the degree of 
disability,” Secretary of the Navy Knox 
wrote the House Naval Affairs Committce 
concerning the bill adding, too, that it 
would confuse the Budget estimates. 

His letter follows: 

“The bill H. R. 3148 ‘To provide for the 
retirement of enlisted men of the United 
States Navy and Marine Corps for physical 
disability incurred in line of duty, and for 
other purposes,’ was referred to the Navy 
Department by your committee with request 
for comment and recommendation. 

“The purpose of this bill is to provide for 
the retirement of enlisted men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps for physical disability con- 
tracted ih line of duty, with retired pay in 
accordance with their rating and length of 
service at the time of retirement. 

“The bill further provides that the retired 
pay shall be three-fourths of the active duty 
pay, with monthly rates of not less than $40 
after four yenrs, $60 after cight years, and 
$85 after twelve years’ service. 

“The bill makes no provision for the man 
who suffers a disability during the first four 
years of service, clearly stating that men 
within that category are provided relief un- 
der existing pension laws. This holds true 
for all men Injured In the line of duty, irre- 
spective of length of service. 

“The Navy Department considers it in- 
equitable to award pension benefits upon the 
length of service of the disnbled, rather than 
upon the degree of disability. At present, 
men disabled In the service are given a dis- 
charge by renson of a medical survey and to 
now change their status, adding them to the 
retired list, wonld only create a new class 
of retired personnel for whom no benefits are 
payable by the Navy, and would result in 
confusion in the estimates for the Budget in 
connection with the retired pay. 

“The bill FH. R. 3148, if enacted Into law, 
would result In no cost to naval approprin- 
tions, since the cost would he a charge under 
appropriations of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion. It is estimated that the cost, so far as 
the Navy and Marine Corps personne! ta con- 
cerned, would amount to approximately $327.- 
000 for the first venr, augmented by an addi- 
tional sum of $327.000 each subsequent year, 
less the amount of pension which Is now he- 
ing paid to the personnel so affected. Denth 
among the beneficiaries would be the only 
factor by which the accumulative costs would 
be reduced, 

“The Navy Department recommends against 
the enactment of the bill F. R. 3148. 

“The Navy Department has been advised 
by the Burenn of the Rudget that there wonld 
be no objection to the submission of this 
recommendation as the enactment of this 
legisiation wonld nat he in accord with the 
program of the President.”

Naval Aeronautical Academy 


Establishment of a Naval Aeronautical 
Academy in the San Diego Bay area as 
provided in the bill H. R. 3131 introduced 
by Representative Ed. V. Izac, California, 
is opposed by the Navy Denartment, Act- 
ing Secretary of the Navy Bard has writ- 
ten the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs. 


The Department objected to shortening 
the course in the case of naval aviation 
students and declared that training can 
best be accomplished at one of the flight 
training schools already established and 
in operation. 

The Navy’s letter follows: 

“The purpose of the bill is to authorize the 
Secretary of the Navy to establish in the San 
Diego Bay area a naval aeronautical academy 
for the training of not to exceed 25 per cent 
of the midshipmen of the first class at the 
a States Naval Academy, Annapolis, 


“Enactment of the proposed legislation 
would involve, in the case of those midship- 
men affected, a shortening of the course pur- 
sued at the Naval Academy at Annapolis. It 
is not believed that aeronautical training of 
midshipmen should be commenced until they 
have completed their full course of instruc- 
tion at that academy. 

“The curriculum at that institution is the 
result of experience and study over a long 
period of years and provides the well- 
rounded theoretical and practical training 
required by naval officers. To shorten this 
course for a few midshipmen would not re- 
act to their future benefit nor to the advan- 
tage of the Navy. Furthermore, it is believed 
that the present system of requiring all 
newly commissioned officers to complete a 
certain period of training in the fleet prior 
to commencing aeronautical training should 
be continued. 

“Officers desiring to qualify as naval avin- 
tors can best accomplish this at one of the 
flight training schools already established 
and in operation. To duplicate the facilities 
established at Pensacola, Jacksonville, or 
Corpus Christi would require an enormous 
expenditure of Government funds with no 
commensurate gain. 

“Officers desiring to qualify as aeronauti- 
cal engineers can accomplish this at one of 
the many colleges throughout the country 
which provide an aeronautical engineering 
course. At the present time certain qualified 
naval aviators desiring to specialize in aero- 
nautical engineering are given a postgradu- 
ate course requiring approximately 3 years; 
1 year at the postgraduate school at Annap- 
olis, 1 year at a college, and 1 year of practi- 
cal application. This course could not he 
duplicated at a naval aeronantical academy 
such as that envisaged by the subject bill 
without constructing a very expensive estab- 
lishment, 

“Under normal circumstances, midshipmen 
at the Naval Academy are given anfficient 
indoctrinal aviation training to enalle them 
to make reasonably accurate estimates as to 
their fitness for further aviation training, 
and to be reasonably familiar with flight 
operations in general. It is considered that 
this training of midshipmen its quite enfmfi- 
cient for the purposes of the aviation pro- 
gram in general. 

“If an academy is established similar to 
that contemplated by the bill H. R. 3131, it is 
the opinion of the Navy Department that it 
should not be located in the San Diego Bay 
aren as there Is already too much aviation ac- 
tivity in that locality. 

“In view of the foregoing the Navy Depart- 
ment recommends against enactment of the 
proposed legislation. 

“The Navy Department has been advised 
by the Bureau of the Budget that there would 
be no objection to the submission of this 
recommendation.”

Longevity Credit for Midshipme 


Legislation to give longevity credit fo, 
pay purposes to certain Naval Reseryg 
Officers by counting their services as miq. 
shipmen in the longevity computation jg 
opposed by the Navy Department, Seecre 
tary of the Navy Knox wrote the Hong 
Naval Affairs Committee this week, Ip 
voicing the department’s objection to the 
bill H. R. 3566 introduced by Representa. 
tive Thomas A. Flaherty, Mass., Mr 
Knox wrote: 

“The bill H. R. 3566 “To include certain gor 
vice as midshipinen at the Naval Academy as 
commissioned service in computing the 
length of service of certain officers of the 
Naval Reserve and the Marine Corps Re. 
serve’ was referred to the Navy Department 
by your committee with request for recom. 
mendation relative to this measure. 

“The purpose of the bill is as stated in its 
title. 

“This bill would give longevity credit for 
pay purposes to those Naval Reserve officers 
who were appointed to the Naval Academy 
prior to 5 March 1913, by counting their 
services as midshipmen in the longevity com. 
putation. If such officers were serving in the 
regular Navy, and had been so serving cop. 
tinuously, they would be entitled to snueh 
credit. Upon resignation from the regular 
Navy and subsequent appointment in the 
Naval Reserve, such officers may not, under 
the provisions of the Joint Services Pay Act 
of 1922, receive credit for such service as mid- 
shipmen. 

“In severing their connection with the naval 
service, officers voluntarily relinquish their 
rights and equities therein. When they again 
affiliate themselves with the service, they 
should do so in accordance with the then 
existing laws. 

“The Navy Department is unable to see the 
justification for granting to the officers con- 
cerned the right intended to be conferred by 
the proposed legislation. Its enactment, 
therefore, is not recommended. 

“If the committee, regardless of the above 
recommendation, should desire to give favor- 
able consideration to the bill H. R. 3566, it is 
further recommended that it be amended by 
striking out the word ‘of’ before the word 
‘midshipmen’ in line 6 and substituting there- 
for the word ‘as,’ in order to be consistent 
with the title of the bill. 

“The Navy Department has been advised by 
the Bureau of the Budget that there would be 
no objection to the submission of this recom- 
mendation.”

Leaders ing Secretary of the Navy Bard wrote: The House Committee on Naval Affairs 


A favorable report was voted this week 
y the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs for H. R. 2784 which would permit 
the retirement with the ranks of Lieu- 
tenant Commander and Major respec- 
tively of the present leaders of the Navy 
and Marine Corps Bands. The commit- 
tee adopted an amendment to extend the 
rovisions of the bill to include the former 
jader of the Marine Corps Band, Taylor 
pranson, and permit him to hold the rank 
of a retired major. The amendment was 
adopted with the stipulation that it was 
not to be considered as a precedent. 

As originally written the bill was de- 
signed to provide for the promotion of 
ut. Charles Benter, leader of the Navy 
pand and director of the Navy School of 
Yusic. At the suggestion of the Navy De- 
partment it was rewritten to extend its 
provisions to both the Navy and Marine 
Corps, and finally was amended to in- 
dude the past leader of the Marine Corps 


Band. 
Text of Letter 

The Navy Department’s position in 
favor of the measure was described in the 
following letter to the committee writ- 
ten by Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Bard : 

“The purpose of the proposed legislation 
ig to give the rank of lieutenant commander 
in the Navy to the present officer in charge 
of the Navy School of Music, to permit the 
eunting for pay purposes as though it were 
commissioned service all service rendered by 
seh officer and to allow him the same re- 
tirement privileges as are accorded to other 
oficers of the Navy of that rank. 

“The act of June 7, 1935 (49 Stat. 331), was 
dmilar to the bill H. R. 2784 except that the 
nnks provided were for lieutenant in the 
Navy and captain in the Marine Corps, re- 
spectively. Lieutenant Benter, the present 
leader of the United States Navy Band, held 
that position at the time of the approval 
of the above act. In addition to being leader 
of the Navy Band, Lieutenant Benter is also 
in charge of the Navy School of Music which 
trains musicians and organizes bands for 
ships of the United States fleet. His work in 
both capacities has been very efficient. 

“In view of the importance of the two types 
of duties performed by Lieutenant Benter, 
and the efficient manner in which he has dis- 
charged these duties, it is believed that the 
increased rank which would result from the 
enactment of this bill is warranted. 

"The United States Marine Band is con- 
sidered to be on a par with the Navy Band 
and in order to maintain that equality it is 
deemed appropriate that its leader have rank 
commensurate with that held by the leader 
of the Navy Band. In order to accomplish 
this, there is transmitted herewith a draft 
ofa bill which would, if substituted for the 
bill H. R. 2784, accomplish the desired pur- 
pose, 

“The increased cost involved incident to the 
promotion of the present leader of the Navy 
Band would be $843 per annum while he is 
on active duty or $562.50 per annum while on 
the retired list. In the case of the present 
leader of the Marine Band there would be no 
additional cost involved at this time. 

“The Navy Department recommends that 
the bill If. R. 2784, amended as suggested, be 
enacted. The greatly increased personnel 
f service musicians justifies this rank.” 

The text of the bill as rewritten by the 
Department, is as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That from 
and after the date of approval of this Act 
the present leader of the United States Navy 
Band and the present leader of the United 
States Marine Band shall have the rank, pay, 
and allowances of a lieutenant commander in 
the Navy and of a major in the Marine 
Corps, respectively; and in the computation 
of their pay and allowances all service in the 
Navy and the Marine Corps of whatever 
mature rendered by said leaders shall be 
‘ounted as if it were commissioned service; 
and the said leaders of the United States 
Navy Band and the United States Marine 
Band shall, at such time as the President in 
his discretion may direct, be entitled to re- 
tirement as a lieutenant commander in the 
Navy and as a major in the Marine Corps, 
a the same manner as other officers of the 
Navy and the Marine Corps of such rank and 
length of service, computed as stated above, 
Would be entitled to retirement.”

“The act of 14 Feb, 1931, accorded to the 
leader of the Naval Academy Band the pay 
and allowances of a lieutenant from the date 
of approval thereof. By the Comptroller 
General's decision of 22 Sept. 1933, the leader 
of the Naval Academy Band and the leaders 
of the Navy Band and the Band of the United 
States Marine Corps were placed in the third 
pay period, giving them pay equivalent to 
that of a lieutenant (junior grade). 

“In legis!ation enacted in the Seventy- 
fourth Congress, first session, the leaders of 
the Navy Band and the Marine Corps Band 
were given further relief. In the words of 
that act (49 Stat. 331), “The present leader 
of the United States Navy Band and the 
present leader of the Rand of the United 
States Marine Corps shall have the rank, pay, 
and allowances of a lieutenant in the Navy 
and of a captain in the Marine Corps, re- 
spectively; and in the computation of their 
pay and allowances all service in the Navy 
and the Marine Corps of whatever nature 
rendered by said leaders shall be counted as 
if it were commissioned service.” It will be 
noted that the leader of the Naval Academy 
Rand was not included in this legislation, 
which is in the nature of a private relief act. 

“If the bill Il. R. 3734 be enacted into law, 
the cost to the Government would be about 
$1,821 per annnm. 

“The Navy Department is of the opinion 
that it was the intent of the Congress in 
the act of 14 Feb, 1941 (46 Stat. 1111), to place 
the Naval Academy Band leader in a position 
of parity with the Navy Band leader. The 
bill H. R. 3734, which will carry out that 
intent, is therefore believed equitable and de- 
sirable, and accordingly its enactment is rec- 
ommended. 

“The Navy Department has been advised 
by the Bureau of the Budget that there would 
be no objection to the submission of this 
recommendation.” 





Navy to Commission Jamestown 

The Navy Department announced this 
week that the Jamestown, formerly the 
yacht Alder, will be commissioned this 
coming summer and put in service for the 
training of midshipmen of the United 
States Naval Academy. The Jamestown 
was acquired from W. B. Thompson for 
conversion to a gunboat. Accommoda- 
tions for 100 midshipmen, in additions to 
the ship’s company, will be installed in 
the Jamestown which will make short 
cruises during the summer. 





this week reported the bill S. 376 which 
provides for the advancement on the re- 
tired list of certain ofticers of the line of 
the Navy who were retired for physical 
disability while on a promotion list. Rear 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, supported the bill 
and referred to a letter written by the 
Navy Department in favor of the measure 
which was printed in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL on 22 March. Admiral Nimitz 
stressed the fact, however, that the bill 
is not a departmental measure. 

The bill will permit the advancement 
on the retired list of three lieutenants of 
the line who were retired at a time when 
such advancement was not permitted, al- 
though prior thereto and since that time 
other officers in the same situation have 
been advanced. Admiral Nimitz said the 
measure was desirable “to remove the dis- 
crimination against these three lieuten- 
ants.” In a sharp retort, Chairman Carl 
W. Vinson declared: “These lieutenants 
were not discriminated against. What 
happened to them occurred because it 
was the law of the land. Because the law 
was different before then and is different 
now doesn’t mean they were discrimi- 
nated against.” 

Admiral Nimitz told the committee 
that the actual circumstances are that 
laws had been written to correct unfor- 
tunate situations of this type and through 
an oversight these three men had not been 
taken care of. He was strongly supported 
by Representative Melvin J. Maas who 
said the legislation would correct an in- 
justice, and pointed out that it would 
cost only about $915 per year. Mr. Vin 
son expressed the opinion that the bill 
might have some merits but said he ob- 
jected to continual streams of legislation 
to make “all sorts of laws retroactive for 
the benefit of somebody.”

THD NUMBER OF BILLS being sponsored by members of Congress to correct 
various pay inequities and to increase pay generally in the Armed forces, reveals an 
increasing understanding on the part of Congress of the pay problems of the services 
as well as a recognition that an equitable and fair pay schedule is necessary to 
morale, which in turn is vital to a strong national defense. Friends of the services 
have introduced measures ranging from Representative Maas’ bill for a flat 10 per 
cent pay increase for everyone to Representative Van Zandt’s providing a clothing 
allowance for the Navy and Naval Reserve, Representative Tolan’s bill giving 
uniform recognition of service in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard in 
the computation of retirement and longevity pay, to Senator Johnson's bill to give a 
$100 a month bonus to all personnel performing combatant services, While this great 
interest in service pay is encouraging there is little hope that the various com- 
mittees will take these measures up, one by one, and give them the consideration 
each merits. To do so would take an interminable time and would result in further 
plece-meal legislation and, most probably, in further inequalities. The most logical 
course would be for the Senate and House committees to consider them all as a part 
of the all-service, all<omponent pay problem and to hold general hearings with a 
view to ironing out all the inequities at once in one comprehensive pay bill. The 
Departments have been giving considerable thought to the situation and would be 
prepared immediately to discuss it with the committee and to assist in the drafting 
of ap omnibus bill to place all services and all components on a fair basis. At the 
same time the problem of a general pay raise should be taken up. Since 1908 the ser- 
vices have had no pay increase. The act of 1922 was a readjustment of pay sched- 
ules but involved no general increase. Now the services are confronted not only 
with a cumulative increase in both the cost and standard of living but also with 
Federal income taxes far beyond those previously imposed and with state income 
taxes of like proportions. Another factor which the committees should consider 
is ‘the advisability of granting an allowance for the operation of privately owned 
automobiles by service personnel. While it is admitted that the ownership of an 
automobile is a necessity for an officer in the performance of his duty, yet he re- 
ceives no recompense for it and furthermore is being burdened with additional taxes 
on operation and fuel. Let us have general hearings and one comprehensive bill 
for the ironing out of all pay problems, both for justice to the individuals and the 
promotion of National Defense. 


IT APPEARS AS THOUGH some of the many problems of both the Army and 
Navy’s retired list are on the way to solution; yet action is being taken independently 
and in such a way as to lead to dispariti¢s and the need for subsequent legislation. 
Both Departments are headed toward programs designed to provide the machinery 
for the promotion of retired officers recalled to active duty. The War Department 
is planning to do this through the authority granted by the temporary promotion 
law. The Navy is seeking similar authority beth for the Navy and Marine Corps, 
but goes one step further by recommending that the advanced rank and advanced 
pay be made peimanent in the case of those officers who may be incapacitated in 
war time. This is a logical and fair recommendation and should be followed by the 
War Department.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Axis victories in the Balkans have brought as their immediate 
consequence, an almost complete diplomatic isolation of the United States and Great 
Britain in Europe and Asia. 

Hitler is master of practicaily all of Hurope, except Sweden, which is in the Ger- 
man orbit, Finland and Switzerland, which are helpless and endeavoring to maintain 
a precarious neutrality. Spain, whose press, government inspired, is propagandizing 
for entrance into the Axis, and Portugal, which still loyal to England, is fearful of 
German attack through her neighbor's territory. 

In the Near East, Egypt is quaking at the Axis advance across Libya, the British 
have been forced to occupy Iraq, and Turkey, threatened by German attack from 
Bulgaria, is clinging to Russia for support, and more and more disposed to enter into 
a commercial treaty with the Reich. 

The Soviet Union, through the Moscow Pravda sharply assailed Washington and 
Moscow for attempting to involve it in war with Japan, and pointed to the “neutrali- 
ty” treaty with the latter as proof of its desire for peace. That treaty, according to 
loreign Minister Matsuoka, is one of three “great international pacts” made to insure 
peace in Asia and the Pacific, the others being the Japanese agreement with the pup- 
pet government of Wang Ching-Wei in China, and that between Thai and Indo-China, 
which was arranged at Tokyo. 

But while the diplomatic picture appears of sombre hue, save in the Western 
Hemisphere, there are lights here and there to show that the situation it presents is 
by no means hopeless. Russia is gravely concerned at the disposition the Axis will 
make of the conquered Balkan territory. So are Roumania, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Turkey. Italy, too, is anxious about the slice of the pie she will receive, The original 
agreement between Hitler and Mussolini contemplated Italian occupation of two-thirds 
of Yugo-Slavia and practically all of Greece, But now Berlin reports are that Croatia 
is to be a separate state, perhaps under Italian suzerainty, and ifungary and Bul- 
garia are claiming their rewards. However, on the eve of the invasion of Yugo-Slavia, 
Russia entered into an agreement with that nation which referred to its independence 
and integrity and the maintenance of friendly relations between the two states. In 
view of this fact, will Stalin agree to its extinction? That is a question about to be 
answered. Will Turkey and Roumania witness without protest the aggrandizement 
of Hungary and Bulgaria? This also soon must be answered. Then there is the con- 
trol of the Dardanelles, of vital importance to Russia and Turkey. They will not 
agree to German domination of this channel to the Black Sea, either directly or 
through Bulgaria. It would seem that the Balkans will be the great headache for the 
victors they anticipated, and which they made every effort to avoid by the treaty 
signed with the overthrown government of Regent Paul of Yugo-Slavia. 

It may be it was in expectation of trouble arising from the Balkans that Stalin 
offered the “neutrality” treaty to Japan, which, according to Foreign Minister Mat- 
suoka, was negotiated in ten minutes. We know that when Matsuoka passed through 
Moscow en route to Berlin and Rome, there was no suggestion of a rapprochment 
between his government and the Soviet Union. Upon his return to the Russian capi- 
tal, the German military machine was crushing Yugo-Slavia, and its strength promised 
the conquest also of Greece, in spite of the small assistance Britain had provided, 
and the inability of the United States to furnish the Lend-Lease aid promised by 
President Roosevelt. It was natural under these circumstances that Stalin wanted 
to safeguard his Asiatic back, and although mutual distrust pervades Russo-Japan- 
ese relations, he considered a “neutrality” treaty at least a paper barrier to attack, 
should he be involved in Europe. Matsuoka has stated that the Axis welcomed the 
treaty, and it is true the agreement between Japan and those Powers permits it. 
But it does not follow that it will be observed should war develop between Russia 
and them. Equally it does not follow that Russia will observe neutrality should Japan 
seek to expand beyond her present designs, and if the questions still persisting be- 
tween the two nations cannot be adjusted as pledged at Moscow. It is likely that 
during the three hours’ talk of Stalin and Matsuoka, they discussed fully the status 
of the government of Chiang Kai Shek, and the aid it is receiving from Moscow. In- 
quiries have brought the Soviet assurance that the Treaty with Japan does not affect 
Russia’s attitude towards that government, which means that the road between Mos- 
cow and Chung King will remain open for war supplies. 

To show we are not concerned by the Russo-Japanese pact, Secretary Hull ex- 
pressed the opinion that reports as to its importance are overexaggerated. Possi- 
bly the Secretary correctly estimates the value of the engagement, but it is signifi- 
cant that there has been a noticeable modification of our attitude towards the Sovi- 
ets, a lessening of willingness to lift embargoes on goods which they need, and which 
they can purchase only in the United States. As to Japan, the President stated frankly 
that he had authorized assistance for the Chung King government under the Lend- 
lease Act. How this assistance is to reach that government remains to be seen. 
Japan is occupying all the remaining Chinese ports, Planes can fly from Manila 
to Hong Kong to Chung King, but this route will be carefully patrolled by the Japan- 
ese air force. The Burma road is open, and will be used. It will be vulnerable to 
bombing from Indo-China. There is one step Japan might take which would prove 
embarrassing. She may declare war on China, which would give her belligerent 
rights, among them that permitting seizure of contraband, Such action would pro- 
voke incidents that would add TNT to the explosives in the far Eastern situation. 











Air Corps Depots—The War Department announced this week that appropriations 
have been made for construction of five new Air Corps depots at a cost of $14,000,000 
each, These new depots, when completed, will be the largest in the Air Corps depot 
system on continental United States, and will have adequate facilities for the repair 
of or replacement of parts for airplanes and engines which cannot be repaired in 
the fleld or at an Air Corps station. Site of one of the depots, to be constructed on 
a 1,500 acre tract of land about five miles east of Oklahoma City, was announced, 
and construction will start immediately. The location of the other depots will be 
announced later. 

The Oklahoma City depot will have a flying field, with four runways, quarters 
and barracks for 350 officers and enlisted men, as well as salvage yards, airplane and 
engine shops and other facilities to provide complete overhaul of airplanes, engines, 
armament, radio, instruments, and other aircraft accessories. Indicative of the size 
of the depot is its capacity for engine repair which will be in the neighborhood of 
3,600. engines per year, surpassing any other single plant of the Air Corps in opera- 
tion atthe present time. More than 38,500 civilians will be employed.

It is believed that plans of the other four depots to be announced at a Jg 
date will follow the same general lines of the Oklahoma City depot, and when Com. 
pleted will bring to a total of eleven the number of Air Corps supply and re 
depots on continental United States. At the present time there are four complety 
depots on continental United States, and two others nearing completion. The Com. 
pleted depots are located at Middletown Air Depot, Olmsted Field, Middletown, Pa: 
Fairfield Air Depot, Patterson Field, Fairfield, Ohio; San Antonio Air Depot, Dun. 
can Field, San Antonio, Texas; and Sacramento Air Depot, McClellan Field, Sacra. 
mento, Calif. Those under construction and now nearing completion are locate at 
Mobile, Ala., and Ogden, Utah. 


Navy Line Officers—Four naval officers have been ordered to duty with the ney 
naval mission to cooperate with the Minister of War and Navy of the Republic ¢ 


Venezuela. The mission, which has been requested by the Government of Venezuela, 
will function in an advisory capacity to the Venezuelan navy. The mission wil] be 
comprised of the following officers: Lt. Comdr, William 8. Campbell, in charge; [¢ 
Comdr. I, B. McDaniel, Lt. Herbert F. Eckberg, and Lt. (jg) Herbert 8. Fulmer, jr 
Two Navy petty officers will be assigned to the Mission at a later date. 


Corps of Engineers—The Engineers’ share of the 300 units to be activated in June 
will go far towards giving that Arm its complement of corps and army troops, Piye 
of the units to be organized are Engineer Regiments (combat). With the five similar 
regiments now existing, this will give each of the nine army corps one combat regi. 
ment, with one regiment for ultimate assignment to Hawaii. The 38th Engineers 
will be organized at Ft. Jackson, 8. C., and assigned to the I Corps. The 34th Engi. 
neers will be organized at Camp Bowie, Tex., and eventually assigned to Hawaij, 
The 35th Engineers will be organized at Ft. Snelling, Minn., as part of the Vj 
Corps. The 36th Engineers will be formed at Plattsburg Barracks, N. Y., and ag. 
signed to the VI Corps. The 37th Engineers will be assigned to Camp Bowie, Tex, 
as part of the VIII Corps. 

Kach type Army corps under tables of organization would get two combat regi- 
ments and one topographic company. Each at present will have one combat regi- 
ment. Three topographic companies are to be organized in June in addition to the 
three now in existence, giving a total of six. The 62nd Company will be organized 
at Ft. Meade, Md., and assigned to the II Corps. The 66th Company will be formed 
at Ft. Jackson, 8S. C., as part of the I Corps. The 67th Company will be formed at 
Camp Claiborne, La., as part of the V Corps. 

Four general service regiments are being added to the existing four regiments— 
one at Ft. Belvoir, Va., one at Camp Blanding, Fla., one at Camp Bowie, Tex., and 
one at Ft. Ord, Calif. Four Engineer Battalions (Separate) are being organized to 
supplement the existing three battalions of that type—the 95th, at Ft. Belvoir; the 
96th, at Ft. Bragg, N. C.; the 97th, at Camp Blanding, Fla., and the 98th, at Camp 
Bowie, Tex. The 80th Engineer Battalion (Water Supply), the first unit of its type 
in the Army, is being organized at Camp Livingston, La. Five Engineer Battalions 
(heavy ponton) are being formed to augment the single unit of that type now in 
existence. The 711th Wngineer Battalion (railway operating) is being formed to 
operate a stretch of trackage in Louisiana. Co. A of the 84th Engineer Battalion 
(Camouflage) is being expanded to a full battalion. Co. A. of the 33rd Engineer 
Battalion (Survey) (GHQ unit) is being organized. Six Engineer Companies (light 
ponton) are to be added to the present two companies. Two dump truck companies 
:re to be organized—the first of their type in the Army. Two depot companies are 
to be added to the present three. Finally, the 57th Engineer Company (Shop) wil 
be added, the second unit of that type. 

The progress being made to furnish each of the four field armies with the ep 
gineer units normally assigned becomes more apparent when the theoretical allot 
ment of such units to a field army is outlined. The type field army normally would 
have three general service regiments, six separate battalions, two heavy ponton 
battalions, four light ponton companies, one camouflage battalion, one topographic 
battalion, one water supply battalion, one depot company, one shop company and 
two dump truck companies. 

The two Engineer Replacement Training Centers now have commanding get 
erals—Brig. Gen. BE. H. Marks having been assigned to Ft. Belvoir, Va., and Brig 
Gen. U. 8S. Grant, III to Ft. Leonard Wood, Mo. Lt. Col. W. H. Hoge is executive 
officer at Ft. Belvoir, Maj. Arthur W. Pence is plans and training officer, Lt. Col 
George Gillette commands Group I and Lt. Col. D. L. Newman commands Group IL 
Lt. Col. Daniel Noce is executive officer at Ft. Leonard Wood, Maj. Henry Wolfe is 
plans and training oflicer, Lt. Col. EK. E. Haring commands Group VI and Lt. Oa. 
Ik. P. Ketchum commands group VII. 

Graduates of the 1941 class from the United States Military Academy, at West 
Point, N. Y., who are assigned to the Corps of Engineers will be given 4 five-week 
training course for instructors 5 Aug. to 7 Sept. The course will be held at the 
Engineer School at Ft. Belvoir, Va. The course will provide training in various & 
gineering subjects to supplement the West Point training of the new officers. 


Military Engineers—Annual meeting of the Society of American Military Engineers, 
scheduled to convene in Washington on 12 May, will extend for a two-day period for 
the first time. The large number of members expected to attend from out of tow 
is believed to justify the enlarged program which will include an inspection of the 
new Washington National Airport and of the Engineer post and Replacement Center 
at 't. Belvoir, Va. The session on 12 May will open with registration of members and 
a speech of welcome by Col. David McCoach, jr., CE, Engineer Commissioner 
the District of Columbia. Following reports of committees and officers, two techni 
papers will be presented. Capt. Frank S. Besson, jr., CE, will discuss “Military 
Bridges and Bridging,” while Mr. S. B. Smith, of the Fortification Section, Office 
Chief of Engineers, will discuss light defenses. Following luncheon, at which a guest 
speaker will deliver a short talk, the members will visit the new National Ai 
construction of which was supervised by Engineer officers.

The Washington Post of the Society of American Military Engineers will hold 
its monthly meeting Monday, 28 April, at the Army and Navy Club. Following the 
luncheon, Brig. Gen. Brehon Somervell, engineer officer who is now assistant to 
Quartermaster General in charge of construction, will speak on “Construction At 
tivities for the National Defense.” 
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Bureau of Ordnance—Summarizing the progress of the Navy’s Bureau of Ordnance 
in meeting the needs of the national defense program, Secretary of the Navy Knox 
this week stated that during the first nine months of the current fiscal year the 
Bureau of Ordnance expended or contracted funds totalling approximately $1,075,- 
000,000, and it is expected that by the end of the fiscal year this total will have 
passed well beyond $1,500,000,000. Comparison of this figure with the 1939-1940 
total of approximately $185,000,000 and with a five-year average of $115,000,000 indi- 
eates the expansion that has been necessitated in the activities of this bureau in 
providing ordnance equipment for an expanding Navy. In addition to the above, 
the Bureau of Ordnance will probably receive an initial allocation of $285,000,000 
under the Lend-Lease program. 

The funds obligated to date include a total of approximately $280,000,000 for 
expansion of production facilities, including the establishment of 5 new Naval Ord- 
nance Plants at Louisville, Ky.; Canton, Ohio; Macon, Ga.; Centerline, Mich., and 
Indianapolis, Ind., as well as expansion of existing Naval Ordnance Plants. In 
addition, contracts have been let or obligations made for expansion of facilities of 
36 privately-owned plants to permit production of naval ordnance items, and 19 
more plants are being sought to undertake similar expansions. 

To complete its expansion program the Navy will require the following ord- 
nance materials: Steel—379,500 tons for armor plate; 165,397 tons for projectiles 
in sizes from three to sixteen inches in diameter ; 15,250 tons for projectiles for anti- 
aircraft machine guns; 7,125 tons for bomb casings; 4,400 tons for torpedoes, and 
7,500 tons for depth charges and mines. Brass for cartridge cases—122,366,020 pounds 
for Navy guns, 3-inch caliber and above, and 261,294,000 pounds for machine guns 
and heavy automatic guns. 


National Guard Bureau—Maj. Gen. John F. Williams, Chief of the National Guard 
Bureau, left Washington, D. C., Friday morning, 25 April, on an inspection tour of 
the following posts: 28th Division, Indiantown Gap, Penna., Harbor Defenses, Ft.

Quartermaster Corps—Since the beginning of the present fiscal year more than 46,- 
000,000 items of clothing have been procured by the Army and the end is not yet in 
sight. Production of practically all of these items is running ahead of requirements. 
Total procurements of Army garments include the following : 2,292,008 wool overcoats 
with roll collar ; 4,747,984 wool coats; 2,770,935 raincoats ; 5,994,910 wool serge trousers ; 
8,977,871 cotton khaki trousers ; 8,613,084 wool shirts, including flannel and worsted ; 
10,166,153 cotton khaki shirts, and 2,780,000 field jackets. 

The wear resistance of army clothing will be tested in novel scientific tests at 
Harvard University where 30 volunteer soldiers will plod wearily on a treadmill for 
specified lengths of time wearing regulation army clothing and carrying standard 
equipment. Arrangements have been made to even simulate varying climatic condi- 
tions encountered in different parts of the country, and in addition to checking on 
the durability of clothing the soldiers’ fatigue reactions will be noted carefully. 

Among the final preparations being made for the establishment of the new field 
ration method of providing food for the Army which goes into effect 1 May, the 
Quartermaster Corps has secured the services of thirty food marketing specialists to 
assist in the purchase of fresh fruits and vegetables. The specialists will be located at 
strategic points throughout the United States in market centers which will be operated 
under the direction of the Quartermaster General and will be in charge of Army officers. 

The increasing importance of air power in military combat has been recognized by 
the Quartermaster Corps in a number of ways, the latest of which is the development of 
a mobile laundry unit designed particularly to be less vulnerable to air attack because 
it is composed of a number of small units that can be readily dispersed and con- 
cealed. One of the new units was inspected by the Quartermaster General in Wash- 
ington last Friday. 


Air Corps—One of the several short range liaison airplanes delivered recently to the 
Air Corps, the YO-50, manufactured by the Bellanca Aircraft Corporation of New 
Castle, Del., is undergoing flight tests by the material division of the Army Air Corps 
at the Bellanca plant. The plane is a high-wing, externally braced monoplane with 
provisions for a crew of two. Its fuselage and control surfaces are fabric-covered and 
leading edges of the wings are metal covered. The plane which is equipped with a 
short range command radio, utilizes flaps and slots to meet the foremost requirements 
of planes of its type—low minimum flying speed approaching the “hovering speed” of 
autogiros, and the ability to land in and take off from extremely small spaces. 

The proposed new Air Corps flying field at Wichita Falls, Tex., will be named 
“Sheppard Field,” in honor of the distinguished Senator Morris Sheppard of Texas, 
who was Chairman of the Senate Military Affairs Committee until his death recently. 
The War Department acted upon the suggestion of The Wichita Daily Times and 
Record News of Wichita Falls, Texas, in honoring the Senator. 

Authority has been granted and $1,813,402 reserved for the construction of tem- 
porary buildings and facilities for the Negro training school and pursuit squadron at 
Tuskegee, Ala. Plans for the formation of this first Negro tactical unit in the Air 
Corps were announced in January. The unit has been designated as the 99th Pursuit 
Squadron. Plans call for $469,756 to be spent for administration and housing, while 
technical construction and equipment will cost $1,178,782. The construction will begin 
48 soon as suitable land has been leased.

Parker, jr., commanding the center. Of this number, 422 are officers and 13,083 are 
Selective Service trainees, while the remaining personnel consists of enlisted men 
assigned to the center as instructors of the new trainees. One of three Field Artillery 
Replacement Centers in the United States, and by far the largest, the center at Ft. 
Bragg gives twelve weeks training to newly inducted selectees. The center's first 
class of trainees will be graduated in June. 

Gen. I. T. Wyche, who has been in the Training Section of the Chief's 
oflice since July 1940, is leaving about 1 May for his new station at Camp Blanding, 
Florida. General Wyche will take command of the 74th FA Brigade at that station.

Army Chaplains—Chaplain Carl F. Wilberding, formerly stationed at Ft. George 
G. Meade, Md., has been transferred to the Office of the Chief of Chaplains in Wash- 
ington and reported for duty last week. Chaplain Wilberding’s home is in Indianapolis. 

Maj. Gen. Walter K. Wilson, commanding general of the 3rd Army Corps, had 
this to say about the work of Army Chaplains in a recent address before the Monterey 
Peninsula (Calif.) Ministerial Association: “The Army does not destroy religion, it 
builds it, encourages it. Encourages it because it believes that there is no finer in- 
culeator and developer of moral courage and a high sense of duty.” 

The Quartermaster Corps is preparing for the construction of more than 500 
chapels in the various posts and camps of the nine Corps Areas, for which more than 
$12,000,000 has been appropriated. The Army chapels will have the appearance of the 
typical American small-town church—a slant-roofed frame building with steeple at 
the front. They will have seats for 400 soldiers and an electric organ will be installed 
in every chapel. In general, plans call for nine chapels for each square infantry division, 
5 for each triangular infantry division and for each armored division, and one for each 
replacement training center regiment, each individual regiment, and each aggregation 
of 3,000 men in miscellaneous units. 

The number of Army chaplains now on active duty is 923 as compared with 187 
at the beginning of the current fiscal year, and 91 more chaplains soon will be ordered 
to active duty. Of the total, 772 have been assigned to tactical units and 626 are regi- 
mental chaplains, the remaining 159 being on duty with other than troop units except 
for 8 who are with the units of the Ist and 2nd Armored Divisions. 

Age limits previously prescribed for reserve officers on extended active duty do not 
apply to Reserve Chaplains, according to a ruling of the War Department. No Chap- 
lain will be ordered to active duty for service with troops whose age is more than the 
maximum prescribed for an officer of his grade as follows: Ist Lieutenants, 47 years; 
Captains, 51 years; Majors, 56 years, and Lieutenant Colonels, 60 years. For service 
other than with troop units, physically qualified chaplains up to 60 years of age in any 
grade are eligible for assignment to extended active duty. 


Army Ordnance Department—Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, re- 
ceived the first tank produced by the new Chrysler tank factory in Detroit on 'Thurs- 
day, 24 April. Following the presentation, the tank was put through a severe dem- 
onstration test in the presence of General Wesson, Brig. Gen. Levin H. Campbell, Brig. 
Gen. G. M. Barnes, Lt. Col. Walter W. Warner, Maj. D. J. Crawford and Maj. John C. 
Raaen. On the same day a similar tank assembled by the Baldwin Locomotive Works 
at Eddystone, P’a., was demonstrated. In a short speech at the plant, General Wesson 
complimented the Chrysler organization and eontrasted the conversion of a cornfield 
into a productive tank factory in less than 7 months with the records in the World War 
when only 80 tanks were produced in 19 months. 

A day earlier, General Wesson officiated at the opening of the new machine gun 
plant of the Saginaw Steering Gear Division of General Motors Corporation and de- 
Clared that in the war of movement the machine gun is more important than ever. 
The Saginaw plant is one of several General Motors Machine Gun Plants that soon 
will be in production.

Infantry—A new type of steel helmet, similar to that long in use in the German 
Army, is being tested by the Infantry Board at Ft. Benning, Ga., with likelihood that 
it will be standardized. Exhaustive tests indicate that the new helmet may prove 
superior to the present basin-shaped type. The new helmet, if adopted, would serve 
a dual purpose. In addition to its protective qualities, the lining of the helmet is made 
of fibre designed for use as a field hat to replace the present field or overseas cap. The 
helmet liner weighs less than one pound and is suitable for wear anywhere except in 
extreme northern climates. 

The primary purpose of the new helmet is to give greater protection to the sides 
and back of the head. It is said to be more stable, better-balanced and therefore more 
comfortable to wear than the present type. The new helmet weighs about two and 
one-half pounds or about three ounces more than the present type. Tests show that it 
is also made of tougher steel. The test helmet has a dome-shaped top and extends 
down the front to cover the forehead without impairing vision. It also extends down 
the sides of the head without interfering with the use of the rifle and other weapons 
and extends down the back of the head without permitting the back of the neck to push 
the helmet forward when the wearer assumes a prone position. The frontal piece of 
the new helmet is flanged forward to form a cap style visor; the rear is slightly 
flanged outward to cause rain to clear the collar opening. A new suspension arrange- 
ment permits the helmet to rest more securely and comportably on the head. It has a 
chin strap, adjustable with buckles which prevents the loss of the helmet, particularly 
while the soldier is in the field. 

Tests indicate that the steel in the proposed new helmet is of sufficient toughness 
to withstand the impact of spent rifle and machine gun bullets, the majority of shrap- 
nel balls, and a high percentage of shell splinters, grenade fragments and other types 
of missiles such as rocks and wood splinters thrown by exploding shells or mines. 
World War statistics show that between 60 and 80 per cent of all wounds were caused 
by such missiles with about 12 per cent of all wounds being head wounds. 

Col. Walter S. Fulton, Inf., became post executive officer at Ft. Benning, 18 April, 
Col. James M. Churchill, Inf., who has had that assignment, having relinquished it 
preparatory to becoming Professor of Military Science and Tactics at the University of 
Ohio at Athens, O, Colonel Fulton, the post’s new executive officer, has been at Ft. 
Benning a little over one year. During that time, as special inspector, he had become 
well acquainted with the organizational and administrative problems at Ft. Benning. 


Jane’s Fighting Ships—No less than 40 battleships appear to be under construction 
or on order by various navies, it is reported in the new 1940 edition of Jane’s Fighting 
Ships, just received in America, Some concern over the safe arrival of the authoritative 
Jane’s had been expressed by naval authorities, but the consignment arrived safely, 
with this typical British comment: “It is regretted that owing to enemy action affect- 
ing the premises both of the Publishers and of the blockmakers, not only is the date of 
publication ... considerably later than usual, but it has been necessary to dispense 
with two or three new illustrations.” 

A War Loss section is contained in Jane’s for the first time since 1919. Another 
innovation is the inclusion of a yardstick of length with the plan and elevation of some 
of the more important vessels. The table of comparative strength of the warring na- 
tions does not appear in the 1940 edition. 

The United States has building 17 of the 40 battleships, but the section devoted 
to Japan states that the 10 battleships of that nation were augmented 30 Nov. 1939 by 
the Nissin, and will be joined shortly by the Takamatu and a third battleship. These 
three ships, and two others building, are said to displace more than 40,000 tons, 
mount nine 16-inch guns and have a speed of 30 knots. 

Of the French Navy, last year a first-class force, Jane’s said, “It would appear 
that the French Navy is no longer to be regarded as a first-class fleet.” “Bulk of the 
big programme ... will never materialize,” it said. “Hulls that were well advanced on 
the stocks or had just been launched in Atlantic ports are understood to have been 
blown up before the enemy occupation. The 35,000-ton battleship Jean Bart, afloat but 
incomplete, was taken to Casablanca where facilities to finish her are lacking. 
Present distribution of the French fleet is admittedly chaotic . . . Whether the 
battleships Dunkerque and Provence, heavily damaged in the Britsh attack at Oran 
on 3 July, will ever again be fit for fighting is questionable.” 

German figures must be treated with caution since real information is not avail- 
able. “The American estimate of 300 submarines “is by no means unreasonable, hav- 
ing regard to the experience of 1914-18, but the damage done by air attacks on German 
shipyards is a factor which has to be taken into account. Reports that the battleships 
Bismarck and Tirpitz are in full commission must also be treated with caution.” 

Of Japan, Jane’s says, “At least three battleships of over 40,000 tons and an 
equal number of ‘pocket battleships’ appear to have been launched during 1939-40. 
Several new cruisers are believed also to have taken the water, while destroyers, 
submarines and light minelayers continue to accumulate.” Data on new British con- 
struction is not printed. 

In the British part of the war loss section of the book are listed the battleship 
Royal Oak and the carriers Courageous and Glorious—the latter sunk in ac‘ion with 
the Scharnhorst and Gneisenau last June. Also listed are three cruisers, an antiair- 
craft ship, 37 destroyers, 22 submarines and large numbers of smaller vessels. Eleven 
armed merchant cruisers were reported lost. For the Germans the armored ship 
Graf Spee, 4 cruisers, 13 destoyers, and a number of smaller craft are lost. The U-13 
is the only submarine officially to be announced lost, by name. Italian losses included 
a cruiser, seven destroyers and 12 submarines. These figures were believed reasonably 
complete as of 1 Jan. 1941.

Pay Blood Donors 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on HR 4293, 
a bill providing that compensation be 
paid to donors of blood for persons en- 
titled to treatment at Government ex- 
pense whether or not the donors are in 
the Government service. 

Lt. Col. Francis C. Twng, MC, told the 
committee that the main purpose of the 
hill is to provide payment to soldiers for 
blood that they might donate to blood 
banks and for other purposes. 

Colonel Tyng told the committee that 
under present laws, a soldier may not be 
paid for blood donated to blood banks and 
for other scientific purposes unless it is 
used as a direct transfusion from the 
veins of the soldier into the veins of the 
person to be benefited. The purpose of 
this HR 2493, Colonel Tyng explained, is 
to provide that soldiers may be paid on 
the same basis as civilians for blood they 
might donate to blood banks and for 
scientific purposes.

Advance Navy Island Governors 

The Navy Department has expressed 
opposition to Hl. R. 3220 introduced by 
Representative Leland M. Ford, Calif., 
which would advance to the next higher 
— on the retired list any officer of 
the Navy who has retired or may here- 
after be retired and who has served as 
Governor of the island of Guam or Ameri- 
can Samoa, 

“The offices of Governor of Guam or 
American Samoa,” Acting Secretary of 
the Navy Bard wrote the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, “are billets within the 
Naval Establishment the same as other 
billets ashore and afloat to which officers 
are assigned. The Navy Department does 
not consider that those officers who per- 
form this duty merit special consideration 
any more than the officers who perform 
equally important duties elsewhere.” Mr. 
Bard added: “The Navy Department con- 
siders this measure highly discriminatory 
in favor of a few individuals, and there- 
fore is emphatically opposed to its enact- 
ment.”

Aviation Training for Reserves 

The Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs has reported the bill 8. 1246 
authorizing the detail of National Guard 
and Reserve personnel for instruction 
and training in aviation on the same basis 
as now authorized for personnel of the 
Regular Army. The bill was introduced 
by the late Senator Morris Sheppard at 
the request of the War Department. 

The bill would amend existing law 
which the committee report says “un- 
justly discriminates against personnel of 





the Reserve components and the restric- 
tion unquestionably prevents a large num- 
ber of excellently qualified individuals 
from applying for pilot training. Under 
the Air Corps pilot-training program it 
will be necessary to enter in the civilian 
flying schools approximately 24,000 stu- 
dents a year, and although there is no 
shortage of applicants at the present 
time, it is estimated that in the near 
future applicants must be obtained from 
every available source.”

Efficiency Reports 

Pending revision of AR 600-185 the fol- 
lowing instruction governing the channels 
for efficiency reports has been announced :

a. Reports on officers of the grade of colonel 
and above will be forwarded to The Adjutant 
General through command channels,

channels to the regimental, group or separate 
unit commander and by him to The Adjutant 
General unless he is the reporting officer, In 
the latter case the report will be forwarded 
to the next higher commander who will for- 
ward the report to The Adjutant General, 

2. Efficiency reports on officers, other than 
those on duty with the field force, will be 
forwarded and processed as prescribed in AR 
600-185. 

’. The efficiency report of a commander of 
a field force unit who serves also as the com- 
mander of a post, camp, or station, and who 
is junior to the corps area commander, will 
he forwarded by the field force commander 
who initiates the report, through the corps 
area commander, Thereafter, each such effi- 
cleney report will be forwarded as prescribed 
in paragraph 2. In the case where the station 
commander is senior to the corps area com- 
mander, the efficlency report will not be for- 
warded through the corps area commander.

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Navy, Coast Guard Pay 

The Comptroller General has recon- 

red a former decision and this week 
dated that ships’ cooks first or second 
dass, Officers’ stewards first or second 
dass, and musicians first class are en- 
titled to receive quarters allowance if 
adequate quarters are not provided for 
their dependents. 

The new decision will clarify a point on 
which both the Navy and the Coast Guard 
had requested clarification. 

On 17 March the Comptroller General 
held that enlisted men of the Navy and 
\Yarine Corps were entitled to the quarters 
allowance given to dependents of Army 
noncommissioned officers under the pro- 
visions of the Act of 17 Oct. 1940, The 
Navy and Marine Corps were entitled to 
the allowance under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 12(a) of the Selective Service Act— 
an act which, the Comptroller held, could 
not justify the allowance for cooks, 
stewards and musicians, since these posts 
were not held by Army men of first three 


grades. 

With decision that the Navy was en- 
titled te the allowance, the Coast Guard 
also participated under the Act of 18 May 
1920 which states that pay and allowances 
of the Coast Guard shall be the same as 
those of the Navy. 

In his newest decision, the Comptroller 
General said, “It does not appear to be 
appropriate to compare the duties of en- 
listed men in the Navy with the duties of 
enlisted men in the Army.” The fact that 
woks, stewards and musicians are in first 
three grades in the Navy and Coast Guard 
entities them to allowances of those 
grades, even if Army men in the same 
grades do not perform similar duties. 

Both Navy and Coast Guard are im- 
mediately notifying their disbursing offi- 
vers of the new decision. The AlCoast it 
was said: “Effective 17 Oct. 1940 all en- 
listed men first, second and third pay 
grades, including ships’ cooks first and 
second Class, officers’ stewards first and 
second class, and musicians first class 
entitled money allowances for quarters 
provided in Finance Circular 4-41, para- 
graph 1(c) of which is hereby cancelled.”

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Shortened Academy Course 
Favored 

Legislation to authorize a reduction in 
the course at the United States Naval 
Academy to three years until the fiscal 
year 1945 received the approval of the 
Ilouse Committee of Naval Affairs Mon- 
day when a favorable report was voted on 
Hi. R. 4366. 

Rear Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, appeared 
before the committee in behalf of the 
bill and at several points he was engaged 
in sharp repartee with Representative 
Melvin J. Maas, Minn., ranking Republi- 
can member of the committee. 

Admiral! Nimitz stated that by shorten- 
ing the course for the next five years ap- 
proximately 1,000 new officers will be ob- 
tained-from Annapolis and the reduced 
course will represent an academic cut of 
only about 11 percent. He approved 
heartily of a suggestion by Chairman 
Carl W. Vinson that the bill be amended 
to permit R.O.T.C. graduates and V-7’s 
to take examinations for commissions, and 
said at the present time about 1,519 V-7’s 
are on active duty. 

In discussing the Maas proposal that 
ensigns be commissioned from college 
ranks, Admiral Nimitz said “one Naval 
Academy graduate with several years at 
sea will equal four V-7’s or four R.O.T.C. 
graduates when the time comes up for 
selection.” We declared that the Naval 
Academy gives a well-rounded background 
it is impossible to secure in a civilian col- 
lege. 

htepresentative Maas suggested that the 
three-year course be made permanent and 
that appointees be required to secure the 
other year in a civilian college, but Ad- 
miral Nimitz declared the plan to be 
unfeasible. He added that most of the 
midshipmen have a year of college be- 
fore they enter Annapolis anyway. 

Mr. Maas objected to the Admiral’s 
statement comparing academy graduates 
with V-7'’s, declaring that the Naval 
Academy engineering course is equivalent 
only to an ordinary junior college, Chair- 
man Vinson criticized the Navy Depart- 
ment for the stringent rules regarding 
eyesight, to all of which Admiral Nimitz 
replied that the Naval Academy is in- 
tended to develop a well-rounded Navy 
officer, both mentally and physically. He 
said whereas V-7’s may be excellent 
specialists, an academy graduate is sup- 
posed to be able to function in any part 
of the ship. 

While appearing before the committee, 
Admiral Nimitz made the following state- 
ment: 

“1, Because of the urgent need for young 
officers in our expanding naval program, the 
President approved the early graduation of 
the 1041 and 1942 classes at the Naval Acade- 
my. Both classes will have received approxi- 
mately three and one-half years of academic 
instruction. The class of 1941 graduated on 
February 7, 1941; and the class of 1942 will 
start the first class year in July instead of in 
the fall, and will graduate on December 19, 
1941, 

“2. Although the law establishes a four-year 
course at Annapolis, this has been interpreted 
to mean four ‘academic’ years instead of four 
‘calendar’ years. Consequently, it was within 
the discretion of the President to adjust the 
length of an academic year and make possible 
the early graduation of the above classes 
without legislation. 

“3. Although the classes of 1941 and 1942 
will be made available to the Fleet anywhere 
from four to six months in advance of the 
normal time, a continuation of this procedure 
for subsequent classes will not meet our re- 
quirements as additional vessels are added to 
the Navy during the next few years. What is 
needed is a greater Naval Academy output 
during the years of maximum building activi- 
ty. 

“4. Naval Academy output can be increased 
by increasing the number of appointments on 
a four-year basis or by shortening the course 
to three years as was done during the World 
War I. To reduce the course of instruction to 
three years will require legislation. 

“5S. Proposals have been advanced to in- 
crease the number of appointments to the 
Naval Academy from five, as now authorized, 
to six. To do so would require a major ex- 
pansion of the physical facilities at Annapo- 
lis, Furthermore, the construction of these 
additional facilities, which would be necessary 
to accommodate six appointments, would re- 
quire considerable time, The eventual increase 
in the output would not become effective until 
the critical period in the manning require- 
ments of the Fleet has terminated. 

“6, Facilities are now being prepared to ac- 




















commodate a midshipmen population based on 
five appointments, and will be available for 
occupancy by September of this year. Recent 
legislation has provided for the additional ap- 
pointees who will enter this coming June. The 
extra dormitory and classroom space will just 
meet the space requirements for a 5-appoint- 
ment 3-year basis. 

“7. Studies indicate that with the Naval 
Academy operating on a 5-appointment 3-year 
basis, the officer requirements of the Regular 
Service can be adequately met. The fiscal year 
1945 should be our peak year in manning. re- 
quirements, It should be unnecessary after 
that year to continue the shortened course. 

“8. By having only three classes under in- 
struction, facilities now authorized and under- 
way will enable each class to be one-third 
larger, with consequent increase in the annual 
output. The sole disadvantage of the plan is 
that it reduces by somewhat less than one- 
quarter the normal course at the Naval Acade- 
my, or by one-seventh the three and one-half 
year course now in effect. This measure is 
justified by a situation of emergency which 
now exists, and which will continue to exist 
until the so-called ‘two-ocean’ Navy is com- 
pleted. Our war plans have for years been 
predicated on going to a 3-year course at the 
Naval Academy upon mobilization. 

“9, The Superintendent of the Naval Acade- 
my has presented a plan for a three-year 
course which is so arranged as to minimize 
the loss in scholastic subjects and, therefore, 
the graduate under the three-year course will 
be very nearly as well qualified technically as 
under the present three and one-half year 
course, The net loss in total hours of instruc- 
tion from the present three and one-half year 
course is only 112 hours. This is made possi- 
ble by a reduction in the cruise and leave 
period, A natural question—why not go 
permanently to a 3-year course? A logical an- 
swer is that it is an emergency measure for 
which we must pay with a shorter cruise and 
reduced leave. 

“10. Precedent exists for shortening the 
course at Annapolis to three years. During 
the years 1917-1921, two specific Acts of Con- 
gress authorized such a shortened course, The 
Class of 1917 graduated in March 1917, and the 
classes of 1918, 1919, 1920, and one-half of 1921 
graduated at the end of a three-years’ course, 
The execution of the present gigantic build- 
ing program is an anticipation of the action 
which has for years been expected upon mobil- 
ization. Consistency requires a similar step- 
up of our personnel plan.’ 


The War Situation 

King George of Greece is reported to 
have fled to Crete and has announced that 
he will agree to no armistice terms. This 
would indicate that the British-Greek 
plan is to resist on the mainland as long 
as possible, then use Crete as a base of 
operations for maintaining control of the 
eastern Mediterranean. This base should 
be fairly well developed as the British 
have been using it since the beginning of 
the Grecian-Italian war in October, 1940. 

The details of the military operations 
in Yugoslavia and Greece are very 
meagre at this time. However, there 
seems to be no doubt that the Nazi mili- 
tary operations followed the same pattern 
which was so successful elsewhere : first 
a preponderant concentration of muni- 
tions and man power; second, a highly 
coordinated organization of land and air 
units; third, a relentless attack to gain 
designated objectives without regard to 
the losses suffered. The terrain in the 
Balkans is such that the defenders ex- 
pected to have a decided advantage in 
resisting the mechanized and motorized 
units of the Nazis. It is probable that the 
Nazis did suffer extremely heavy losses, 
but according to reports their superiority 
in equipment and numbers was greater 
than expected and literally swept every- 
thing before it. The result cannot be said 
to have come as a surprise to military 
students even though they had access to 
very little accurate information as to the 
actual size of the British Expeditionary 
Force and its plan to support the Greeks. 

The repercussions of the anti-Axis op- 
position to halt the Nazis on a Balkan 
front will be far reaching. It certainly 
permits Hitler to proceed with his next 
move according to his plan, which ap- 
pears to have for its immediate objec- 
tive the elimination of the British from 
the Mediterranean and the near East 
rather than the invasion of the British 
Isles, 

Churchill’s counter moves are already 
underway as indicated by the bombard- 
ment of Tripoli and the landing of troops 
at Basra Iraq, which will become the 
British base of operations for opposing 
Hitler’s advance toward Baghdad and 
for the protection of the British oil in- 
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terests in that theatre. During four years 
of the World War, Great Britain used 
about 900,000 troops in this theatre. It 
is interesting to recall at this time, a 
serious reverse the British suffered at 
Kut El Amara on 29 April 1916, when 
General Townshend surrendered a force 
of about 10,000 men to the Turks after a 
siege of 147 days. However, the British 
never lost Basra which is about 70 miles 
from the Head of the Persian Gulf. 
Eventually, they sent forces to capture 
Baghdad and to establish the protectorate 
of Iraq. Railways, motor roads and air- 
ways have improved materially since 
World War days, but they are very poor 
even now as compared with our own 
standards. The Imperial Airways has a 
service between Cairo and Baghdad and 
a connecting service to Basra. 

Baghdad has been an objective of 
German policies for many years. The 
Nazi Balkan victories have brought this 
theatre within the scope of military op- 
erations. Hitler’s first move in this direc- 
tion will be pressure on Turkey. Appar- 
ently, Churchill is anticipating such ac- 
tion by establishing a base at Basra. 





$50,000,000 For Section Bases 


Legislation authorizing appropriation 
of $50,000,000 for the construction of sec- 
tion bases for small Naval vessels was ap- 
proved by the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee this week when a favorable report 
was voted on H. R. 3536. Rear Adm. 
Alexander 8S. Sharp, USN, appeared he- 
fore the committee in behalf of the bill 
which had been approved earlier by the 
Navy Department. 

Admiral Sharp told the committee the 
bill was intended to embrace $10,000,000 
already provided for this type of con- 
struction in the Fourth Supplemental Na- 
tional Defense Appropriation Bill, so that 
the new appropriation actually would 
amount to only $40,000,000. He stated that 
about $9,000,000 already has been spent 
on about 30 section bases and that about 
29 more are contemplated. He asked to be 
excused from giving details of the con- 
struction, but said they cost about $877,- 
000 apiece. He said they are designed to 
handle surface craft up to 250 feet but are 
not feasible for submarines. 

Section bases were described in a letter 
to the committee from Acting Secretary 
of the Navy Ralph A. Bard as follows: 

“Section bases as units ashore of the naval 
local defense forces are necessary in order to 
relieve navy yards which carry on major 
activities of the material and logistic work 
involved in operating elements of the local 
defense forces. The vessels attached to this 
force range from private yachts converted 
for Navy use to small destroyers, and are 
used in coastal and harbor patrol, mine sweep- 
ing, submarine detection and attack, coastal 
convoy, and net tending. 

“The fuel and ammunition storage facilities 
are limited on patrol vessels, and it is there- 
fore necessary to have a ready supply of both 
available for their use. Due to the strenuous 
type of duty performed by patrol vessels and 
the lack of adequate quarters for the crews, 
housing, messing, and recreational facilities 
have to be provided ashore for periodic rest 
and recreation of personnel. Sufficient shop 
facilities to make all but major repairs incl- 
dent to the maintenance of patrol vessels are 
to be located at these bases. 

“The average base will provide pliers, quay 
wall, combined shops to provide berthing and 
repair facilities. General storehouses, lubri- 
cating-oll storehouse, Diesel-oll storage, gaso- 
line storage, high-explosive magazine, small- 
arms magazine, and administration and com- 
munication building will be provided on 
shore for the operation of the local defense 
forces. Barracks and mess halls for an aver- 
age of 150 men, officers’ quarters, dispensary, 
recreation facilities, bath houses, latrines, 
serub decks and _  wmiscellaneous-activities 
building will be provided for the crews. The 
necessary paving, walks, utility systems, 
miscellaneous small buildings, sentry booths, 
gatehouse, and fence will complete the lay- 
cut for the section base.”

Extra Midshipmen Not Needed 


An increase in the number of midship- 
men may be appointed by members of 
Congress is not needed at this time and 
sufficient facilities to accommodate a 
larger number are not now available, See 
retary of the Navy Knox wrote the House 
Naval Affairs Committee this week ex- 
pressing opposition to Representative Bd. 
V. Izae’s bill H. R. 3635 which would 
authorize the appointment of six midship- 
men by each Representative. 





Text of Letter 

His letter follows: 

“The bill H. R. 3645 ‘To increase the num- 
ber of midshipmen at the United States 
Naval Academy’ was referred to the Navy 
Department by your committee with request 
for comment and recommendation. 

“The purpose of the bill is to increase to 
six the number of midshipmen allotted to the 
United States Naval Academy for each Rep- 
resentative in Congress. 

“In view of the fact that the Congress has 
only recently authorized an additional ap- 
pointment to the Naval Academy for each 
Congressman, Senator and Delegate in Con- 
gress, and has also increased the number ot 
appointments from the Naval Reserve by 
fifty annually, and the appointments of mid- 
shipmen at large by ten annually, the increase 
proposed by this bill is not needed. Further 
more, with the expanded Navy, there are not 
sufficient facilities at the Naval Academy to 
accommodate the proposed increase in t 
number of midshipmen, contemplated by this 
bill, 

“From a survey of the officer situation in 
the Navy as maintained under normal peace 
time conditions, and taking into considera: 
tion the increases in the number of appoint: 
ments now underway at the Naval Academy, 
the justification for a permanent increase to 
six appointments is open to serious question. 

“Should the bill be enacted, the following

Housing, feeding, supplying, procure- 
ment of and providing medical attention 
for the military personnel in a Corps 
Area remain the responsibility of the 
Corps Arca Commander, although com- 
mand and training of tactical organiza- 
tions have been placed in the hands of 
commanders of field armies and other 
tactical units. Some appreciation of the 
magnitude of the task that confronts the 
Commander of the Ninth Corps Area may 
be gained from a consideration of the ex- 
tent of the territory under his jurisdic- 
tion in military matters. 

Included in the Corps Area are the 
States of California, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Idaho, Montana, Utah, and Nevada, 
and the Territory of Alaska, an aggregate 
of 1,337,000 square miles, more than one- 
third the area of the United States and 
its possessions, or somewhat larger than 
what is known as Western Europe. 
The Pacific coastline from Mexico to 
Canada is 1,740 miles long. From the 
Pacific Ocean to North Dakota is ap- 
proximately 1,000 miles. This area is 
populated by 11,500,000 persons, or ap- 
proximately 8.7% of the population of the 
United States. 

Extremes of climate are encountered 
within the seven states included in the 
Corps Area. The plains of Montana may 
be enveloped in a blizzard, while Cali- 
fornia is basking in warm sunshine. Alti- 
tudes range from below sea level to more 
than 14,000 feet above it. Special condi- 
tions prevail in Alaska, where in the 
upper Yukon country the temperature 
dropped on one occasion as low as 76 de- 
grees below zero and rises as high as 99 
degrees in summer. 

This extensive and highly diversified 
Corps Area is commanded by Maj. Gen. 
Ernest D. Peek from his headquarters at 
the historic Presidio of San Francisco, 
Calif. General Peek was Chief of Staff of 
the Corps Area from April to 9 November 
190, when Lt. Gen. John L. DeWitt re- 
linquished command of the Corps Area 
and established a separate headquarters 
at the Presidio for the Fourth Army. 

Military forces in the Ninth Corps Area 
on 80 June 1939, numbered 20,669. A 
year later the number had increased to 
40,510, and this growth has been acceler- 
ated under the current National Defense 
program. By 30 June of this year this 
number will be increased many fold. In 
addition to the Army personnel, there are 
some 55,000 to 60,000 enrollees in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps distributed 
among 319 companies throughout 11 dis- 
tricts in the Corps Area. 

To maintain the tactical units of the 
field forces up to full strength, and to 
build new units, if and when needed, the 
Corps Area Commander has under his 
jurisdiction, 4 reception centers and a 
number of replacement and training cen- 
ters. The flow of selectees into the re- 
ception centers and thence to replace- 
ment centers and tactical units is of 
Primary concern to the Corps Area Com- 
mander. He, therefore, gives these activi- 
ties his personal and constant attention. 
_ The process of building and maintain- 
ing a field force presents many exceeding- 
ly difficult problems of command. Fore- 
most of these problems is the one of build- 
ing morale. The morale problem begins 
on the day of induction and continues 
throughout the selectee’s service. The 
first few weeks of service is the critical 
Period for the young selectee. 

Abnormal rains during December, 
anuary, and February, impeded con- 
struction of some of the new camps.

Young men from the Ninth Corps Area 
excellent soldiers and, according to 





recent War Department figures, are above 
average in physical condition. Only in ear 
and foot defects did selectees from the 
Ninth Corps Area exceed the national 
average for rejection of men called for 
training under the Selective Training 
and Service Act of 1940. 

In making preparations for receiving, 
caring for, and training the tens of thou- 
sands of young men called into service, 
General Peek has emphasized the im- 
portance of providing men trained to han- 
dle the Army ration. The Ninth Corps 
Area Schools for Bakers and Cooks have, 
since last September, turned out 3,000 
trained mess sergeants, cooks, and bakers. 


Many communities in the Ninth Corps 
Area have done oustanding work in pro- 
viding recreational facilities for soldiers 
stationed at nearby posts and camps. San 
Rafael, near Hamilton Field, Calif.; 
Monterey and Salinas, near Ft. Ord, 
Calif.; and Tacoma, near McChord Field 
and Ft. Lewis, Wash., and San Francisco 
for the Bay Area, are included among 
communities which have established ex- 


ceptionally successful recreational cen- 
ters for service men. 
Many administrative details are in- 


volved in placing 4,800 Reserve officers on 
extended active duty. Because of the 
great extent of the Corps Area, physical 
examinations have been decentralized to 
three military areas. At each of these a 
medical officer reviews all reports of phy- 
sical examinations for the Corps Area 
Surgeon, and thus expedites determina- 
tion of fitness for active duty. 

Other matters of importance which 
have been engaging the attention of the 
Corps Area Commander in recent months 
are the establishment of priority lists of 
Reserve officers in an effort to avoid in- 
convenience to individuals, employers, 
and communities when Reserve officers 
are called to active duty ; the supervision 
of Reserve Officers’ Training Corps units 
in 19 colleges, 20 high schools, 3 military 
schools and 2 other schools, in which an 
aggregate of 28,329 out of a total male 
attendance of 87,597 were enrolled as 
trainees; and recruiting. 

General Peek just returned from an in- 
spection trip of the Corps Area and re- 
ported that the selectees arriving in the 
reception centers are promptly and care- 
fully processed and sent on their way to 
the replacement centers. At Camp Rob- 
erts, one of the largest replacement cen- 
ters in the United States and at other 
camps in the Ninth Corps Area, General 
Peek stated that he saw a fine lot of 
happy and contented young men who 
seemed to be enjoying camp life in spite 
of their new suroundings so radically dif- 
ferent from their normal home life. 
“These young men,” continued General 
Peek, “represent the best of our man- 
hood and nothing is left undone to fur- 
ther their physical and moral well-being. 
At all the camps athletic equipment of all 
kinds is beginning to arrive and games 
and competitions are enthusiastically 
entered into; motion picture houses are 
being put in operation; local dramatic 
talent is being organized, and properly 
supervised evening dances are held at 
some stations. These recreational activi- 
ties are only secondary, but contribute 
in no small measure, to the building of an 
Army of men well disciplined and trained 
in the tactical and highly technical duties 
of soldiery. Many of these young men will 
leave the Army better citizens and in 
most cases with some useful vocation 
which will be helpful to them in civil 
life as well as an enriched experience.” 





Bonus for Service Abroad 


Additional compensation at the rate of 
$100 per month for persons in the land or 
naval forces performing combatant ser- 
vices or services in foreign countries 
which are at war, is provided in the bill 
S. 1370 introduced this week by Senator 
Edwin C. Johnson, Colo. The bill has been 
referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs of which Senator Johnson is a 
member. 

Introduction of the bill was prompted, 
Senator Johnson said, by recurrent well- 
founded rumors that National Guard 
troops and Selective Service trainees are 
to be retained in service after their nor- 
mal year’s training has been completed. 
“This means but one thing—an expedi- 
tionary force,” Senator Johnson said. 





“Otherwise there would be no need for 
keeping them in service longer; on the 
contrary, the War Department would be 
anxious to get them out of the Army at 
the end of a year so others could be 
trained.” 

Referring to his bill, Senator Johnson 
said: “One hundred dollars a month does 
not represent our obligation to those 
patriots who serve in our interest on 
foreign soil, but it does represent in a 
small degree a token of our obligation 
to them. In these days of high wages in 
civil life, $100 a month bonus for foreign 
service is little enough. I intend to push 
this bill through the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee as rapidly as possible and hope to 
get favorable action on it in the relatively 
near future.” 

The Johnson bill would provide “that 
hereafter any person in the land or naval 
forces of the United States (1) who 
serves in a foreign country in a com- 
batant capacity, (2) who serves in a 
foreign country which is engaged in hos- 
tilities with another foreign country, (3) 
who serves in a foreign country which 
is occupied by another foreign country, 
(4) who serves on any vessel or in any 
aircraft in a combatant capacity, or (5) 
who serves on any vessel or in any air- 
craft which enters a combat area as pro- 
claimed by the President under the Neu- 
trality Act of 1989, shall, in addition to 
all other pay, compensation, and other 
benefits, receive compensation in the sum 
of $100 for each month during any part 
of which any such service is performed, 
For the purposes of this Act service of 
any such person on any vessel or in any 
aireraft which is performing convoy duty 
or which is acting as an armed escort 
shall be deemed to be service in a com- 
batant capacity.” 





Medical Reserve Officer Shortage 

The Army Medical Corps, already fac- 
ing a shortage of several thousand in its 
peace-time Reserve officer objective, en- 
countered additional competition this 
week in the form of an appeal from the 
British Red Cross, with the approval of 
the President, for 1,000 young American 
doctors to help man British military and 
civilian hospitals. 

Age limits and other requirements for 
service with the British Red Cross are 
reported to be approximately the same as 
those pertaining to the Medical Corps 
Reserve with the result that volunteers 
who go to England automatically dimin- 
ish the chances of the Medical Corps fill 
ing its Reserve procurement needs. 

The Medical Department has made 
strenuous efforts in recent months to 
build up the Reserve Corps to the peace- 
time quota with some measure of success 
but the campaign is still far short of its 
goal and, in fact, it was learned this week 
that resignations at the present time are 
exceeding new applications. 

The British appeal, bolstered by the 
outspoken support of the President who 
said “service in this cause presents a 
splendid opportunity,” is expected to 
seriously curtail applications for Medical 
Reserve commissions at the very time 
when they are most needed. The shortage 
that now exists in the peace-time procure 
ment program will be considerably magni 
fied should the Army be expanded rapidly 
or a state of emergency be declared to 
exist. The war-time quota would be much 
larger than the peace-time figure which 
the department is unable to fill at this 
time.

The fifteenth anniversary of the found- 
ing of Tau Beta Kappa Fraternity was 
held at the University Club, Washing- 
ton, D. C., on the evening of Saturday, 19 
April.

Canada May Build Navy Ships 

The Navy will be glad to have Canada 
construct small warships in her shipyards 
for the United States, Secretary of the 
Navy Knox indicated this week. 

Colonel Knox recalled the conversation 
of President Roosevelt with Premier 
King of Canada on 20 April, at which the 
capacity of Canada for speedy produe- 
tion of certain kinds of munitions, strate- 
gic materials, aluminum and ships for 
the United States was discussed. 

Construction by Canada of gunboats 
and vessels of similar size, to be paid for 
by this nation, would give the dominion 
added dollars with which to buy American 
products. The ships, once built, would 
either be used by the U. 8S. Navy or turned 
back to Canada or Britain under the 
Lease-Lend Act. Colonel Knox stated that 
no definite decision had been reached on 
the proposals, however. He said that 
about twenty small Navy vessels, motor 
torpedo boats, were now in process of 
delivery to Great Britain. 


Chrysler Tank Ready 

Chrysler has completed the first pilot 
unit of the thousand M8 medium 28 ton 
tanks it will build for the Government 
und presented it to Maj. Gen. C. M. 
Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, on 24 April. 
The tank was complete and ready for 
combat. 

K. T. Keller, president of the company, 
told stockholders at the annual meeting 
last week that Chrysler has taken on 
some additional defense assiguments, re 
marked that in spite of some diffienlty 
with materials, the company has man 
aged to keep normal operations up to 
capacity. 

The new work will be manufacture of 
300 Navy 40 mm. antiaircraft guns a 
month. Between arms work and regular 
operations, the corporation now is em 
ploying over 87,000, will add 10,000 in 
the tank plant and 12 to 15 thousand more 
in the airframe plant which is being 
readied for production, Keller said of the 
work on the experimental 2000 hp. air 
engine that the Army and Navy think 
it very promising. 











Reserve Promotion Bill Hearings 

Hearings will be started on 83 June by 
the House Committee on Military Affairs 
on the bill H, R. 3962 recently introduced 
by Representative Paul J. Kilday, Texas, 
providing for promotion of Reserve Offi 
cers of the Army. Mr. Kilday said he had 
insisted on the hearings and had agreed 
to the late date only because he did not 
want to interfere with the committee's 
investigation of the National Defense pro 
gram. He also said he intended to renew 
his efforts to get the War Department to 
report on the bill. 





Medical Replacement Centers 

Army Medical Department replacement 
centers are to be commanded hereafter 
by general officers. Brig. Gen. John 
Willis, assistant commandant at the 
Medical Field Service School, Carlisle 
tarracks, Pa., has been assigned to com- 


mand the replacement center at Camp

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Financial Digest 


The way in which the Administration 
is dealing with the National Economy is 
disturbing to many business and economic 
experts. Considering the several meas- 
ures taken or proposed, it is apparent 
that the policies adopted comprehend in- 
crease of wages, which Labor argues it 
should receive in view of the profits in- 
dustry is making; application of price 
freezing to individual commodities when 
conditions justify, in order to prevent 
inflation ; heavy increase in taxes to raise 
revenue, and as a means for curtailing 
consumption, and restriction of produc- 
tion of general goods for the public, in 
order that industrial facilities and man 
power may be more largely available for 
munitions. By granting Labor demands, 
the officials believe strikes will be 
nverted. It is absolutely necessary to 
prevent inflation; therefore, skyrocket- 
ing prices should be halted, The Govern- 
ment must have money in order to meet 
the expense of our own as well as British 
urmament. Hence the drastic tax pro 
gram submitted to Congress by Secretary 
Morgenthau. Moreover, enforcement of 
that program will mean a reduction in 
the content of the pocketbook, and less 
spending for consumer goods in conse 
quence, Also to help the Treasury and 
to lessen consumer spending, a determ- 
ined drive will be made starting 1 May 
to induce investments in saving bonds 
and stamps. Further to economize in 
consumption, there will be fewer goods 
for individual purchase. 

What is bothering the critics of the 
Administration procedure is that more 
money is to be distributed, the tax pro- 
gram imposes its heaviest load upon the 
middle class, and does not contain a 
sales tax which the President is oppos- 
ing; purchase of savings bonds and 
stamps necessarily will be voluntary, 
production of goods, which the public 
has been accustomed to buying, will be 
curtailed, and this will contribute to a 
rise in prices, which the Government will 
arrest. Again, business is to be forced 
to pay higher wages, to have a level fixed 
upon the prices of its goods, which are 
to be limited in quantity, and to suffer 
higher corporate and excess profits taxes, 
The hearings, which the House Ways and 
Means Committee has instituted, will set 
forth at length the objections to the Ad- 
ministration’s tax proposals. However, 
the Committee has agreed to the Treas- 
ury estimate of a tax increase which 
will produce an additional $3.5 billions. 
The question of how this money shall be 
raised will be carefully calculated in 
the Senate as well as the House. The 
Morgenthau program can be looked upon 
as a draft, which will be largely modi- 
fied while passing through the legislative 
mill. 

The Automobile Industry agreed to a 
request to restrict production in the year 
beginning next August “in order to make 
available more man power, materials, 
facilities, and management for the de- 
fense load now being made ready.” It is 
estimated this agreement wilil curtail 
automobile production by approximately 
1,000,000 cars. It will mean also savings 
of some 1.7 million tons of iron and steel, 
118 thousand tons of rubber, 28 million 
square feet of glass, and 67 million cord 
feet of lumber. In addition, there will 
be available for defense, large quantities 
of copper, lead, zine, upholstery materi- 
als, ete. Something like 70,000 men will 
be released for defense work, It is inter- 
esting to note that General Motors 
as a feature of its cooperation with the 
Government has announced that its 1942 
line of cars will be continued through 
1943, which means that the customary 
introduction of new models for the latter 
year will not occur, 

The walkout of the Appalachian soft 
coal miners is continuing in spite of the 
President’s request of operators and 
miners that production be resumed im- 
mediately in the public interest. If the 
Mediation Board should not be able to 
effect a settlement, the President may 


take drastic action. In this connection,

Roosevelt contemplated seizure of mines 
and their operation by the Army, if a 
strike during his administration was not 
promptly settled. The effect of the strikes 
is to give impetus to the consideration 
by the House of the Vinson bill provid- 
ing for a “cooling off period” and the 
freezing of existing organizational set- 
ups. If there be any such legislation, it 
will be greatly modified by the time it 
reaches enactment.

An immediate start on construction of 
facilities at Quartermaster Corps Replace- 
ment Centers at Camp Lee, Va. and Ft. 
Francis E. Warren, Wyo., to cost an esti- 
mated $1,236,000, has been authorized. 
Work authorized at Camp Lee includes 8 
motor repair shops and 12 class room 
buildings to cost an estimated $621,000. 
The work authorized at Ft. Warren in- 
eludes 7 motor repair shops and 10 class 
room buildings to be built at an estimated 
cost of $615,000. 





Merchant Marine 


Enlargement of the Maritime Commis- 
sion, Training program to meet the rapid- 
ly expanding need for seamen in the 
American merchant marine is the pur- 
pose of a conference called by the com- 
mission Monday, 28 April. The chairman 
of the Maritime Commission will open 
the conference. 

Participating in response to invitations 
issued by the Martime Commission on 16 
April, will be representatives of labor or- 
ganizations with membership employed in 
every department of ship operation, rep- 
resentatives of shipowners associations 
from both the east and west coasts as 
well as the Great Lakes. The Maritime 
Commission has been advised that the 
Bureau of Marine Inspection and Navi- 
gation and the War Department also will 
have conferees in attendance. 

The labor organizations which have 
signified their intention of participating 
are affiliated with both the CIO and the 
AFL and some unaffiliated. They are 
made up of licensed officers, radio opera- 
tors, staff officers and unlicensed seamen. 
The shipowners association to be repre- 
sented virtually all of the available ton- 
nage of the U. 8S. Merchant Marine. 

Results of surveys recently made by the 
Division of Maritime Personnel of the 
Mairtime Commission will be considered 
as a basis for formulating the expanded 
program, which is intended to train and 
make available enough additional seamen 
to man the increased tonnage which is be- 
ing built in United States shipyards in 
connection with the national defense pro- 
gram. 

The surveys made, if is stated, indicate 
conclusively that the requirements for 
trained seamen in the American Merchant 
Marine in the near future will be the 
greatest this nation has known. 

The Navy, increasing its efforts to ob- 
tain additional skilled seamen for the 
Naval Reserve stated this week that fa- 
cilities for enlistment in Class M-1, Mer- 
chant Marine Reserve, have been ex- 
panded and a revision of the require- 
ments for enlistment have been published. 

Commandants of all Naval Districts 
and the Commandant of the Navy Yard, 
Washington, D. C., are authorized to 
make enlistments in Class M-1, and re- 
cruiting officers for the various districts 
will be designated by the Commandant 
of the respective districts. In addition, fa- 
cilities for enlistments in this class will 
be provided in the principal ports from 
which merchant vessels operate and at 
all U. S. Maritime Service training sta- 
tions for unlicensed personnel. 

Enlistments may be made from the en 
rollees of the United States Maritime 
Service, and from unlicensed personnel of 
the merchant marine holding certificates 
of service issued by the Bureau of Marine 
Inspection and Navigation, Department 
of Commerce. 

Enlistments in Class M-1 are not 
limited by quotas. The applicants must 
be citizens of the United States and the 
age limits are 17 to 40. 


Ships for England 

The House Merchant Marine Commit- 
tee this week was scheduled to approve 
legislation authorizing the President to 
take over idle foreign shipping in Ameri- 
can waters. 

House action on the measure, which 
also authorizes the Maritime Commission 
to purchase or charter American-owned 
vessels whenever it finds a shortage of 
ships carrying vital defense materials to 
the United States, is expected next week. 

Four American flag cargo ships are be- 
ing acquired by the Maritime Commis- 
sion for immediate transfer to the British 
Government. The transfer of the ships is 
being made under the loan provision of 
the Lend-Lease Act, it was stated, and 
all four will be registered provisionally 
under the British flag. They will be 
manned entirely by British officers and 
crews, it was stated. 

The four ships are: The Robin Don- 
easter of the Seas Shipping Co., which 
has been delivered as a new ship from 
the yards to the Maritime Commission 
and was given into possession of the 





British Government at Baitimore; th. 
Almeria Lykes of the Lykes Bros. Steam. 
ship Co.; the Exemplar of the Americay 
Export Lines; and the Nightingale of the 
Grace Line, all of which are in process 
of delivery to the British Government, 

The Almeria Lykes is a C-3 type cargo 
carrier and the Nightingale is a C-2, both 
of Maritime Commission design. The 
other two ships are of design by a private 
shipbuilder.

“The great continent of Africa, itself a field 
for contending armies, offers no ports for our 
merchantmen’s trade,” he added. “Its western 
coast, which thrusts itself halfway across the 
South Atlantic, affording an excellent base for 
operations against the southern half of the 
Western Hemisphere, is denied our commerce. 
Whether we swing eastward around the Cape 
of Good Hope or to the westward through 
the Straits of Magellan, we find enemy raider- 
infested seas.” 





Army Headgear 

Pending the revision of AR 600-35, 31 
Dec, 1926, and AR 600-40, 22 June 1931, 
the following has been announced: 

1. The cap, field, cotton, 8.2 oz., khaki, 
trimmed with piping of the color of the arm 
or service to which the individual is assigned, 
is authorized for issue to troops in the con 
tinental limits of the United States; this in 
addition to issue previously authorized for 
troops in the aversea departments. 

2. The hat, field, cotton, khaki, is author 
ized for issue to all arms and services except 
the Air Corps. 

3. The hat, service, will be issued in lieu 
of the hat, field, cotton, khaki, in accordance 
with existing authorization, to personnel of 
mounted (horse) units and to personnel tn 
oversea departments. 

4. The cloth-covered fibre helmet, now au 
thorized for issue in Puerto Rico and Panama, 
is authorized for issue, in addition to the 
service hat, in Hawaii and the Philippines 





Six Months’ Death Gratuity 

Extension of the six-month death gratu- 
ity, now authorized for officers and en- 
listed men of the Regular Establishment, 
to dependents of officers, warrant officers, 
and enlisted men of the Army of the 
United States when ordered into the Fed- 
eral service for periods in excess of 30 
days, has been approved by the War De- 
partment and the bill, 8. 1060, embodying 
these provisions has been reported by the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee. 

The bill is designed to correct a situa 
tion that arose when the Comptroller Gen- 
eral ruled that a 1989 law embodying the 
gratuity benefits for officers and men of 
the Army of the United States did not in- 
clude dependents and consequently no 
benefits could be paid. 





Clothing for Armored Force 

Designed especially for the Armored 
Force, “combat clothing,” consisting of 
helmet, jacket and trousers similar to 
the commercial overall, is now being is 
sued in substantial quantities, according 
to a War Department announcement. 

The basic material is khaki cotton 
cloth, treated to make it water-repellent. 
The garments are lined wiht regulation 
olive-drab-melton. 

The helmet fits closely over the head 
with a fastening under the chin and a 
“curtain” in the rear, partially covering 
the neck. The jacket is plain-cut, full in 
the back, patch pockets in the front with 
knitted wristlets und a knitted band at 
the neck and waist as protection against 
wind. It is fastened in front by a zip- 
per. The trousers are similar to the com- 
mercial overall except the legs are 
fastened at the bottom with tapes and a 
zipper closes the “bib.” 

The new outfit is designed for comfort 
and warmth yet allows the soldier free 
dom of action. 





Civilian Personnel 

The War Department desires that the 
strength of enlisted personnel on duty 
with corps area service commands and 
exempted installations or stations be held 
to a minimum in order that the greatest 
number of troops may be trained with 
the field forces. Consequently, it is de 
sired that civilians be employed to the 
maximum extent wherever the nature of 
the duties to be performed does not re- 
quire military personnel.

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Start New Marine Base 


Contract for construction of the new 
Marine Barracks at New River, N. C., 
was awarded this week to a combina- 
tion of three Charlotte, N. C., contractors 
at an estimated cost, including fixed fee, 
of $13,000,000. 

The cost includes facilities for hous- 
ing and training a complete Marine Di- 
vision. Congress has not yet authorized 
an aviation base at Neuse River, N. C., 
which it is estimated would cost $23,900,- 
000. 

The contract price of $13,000,000 in- 
cludes construction of a tent camp area 
at a cost of $1,000,000, and of the follow- 
ing more permanent structures and facili- 
ties:

Quarters for commissioned officers, warrant 
officers and married enlisted men 

Storage facilities 

Hospital

Original estimates of cost put acquisi- 
tion of land at $1,200,000. Ten units of 
housing for enlisted men, including bar- 
racks, mess hall and storehouses for 800 
men each, will cost $4,250,000, or $425,000 
a unit. Four hundred sets of officers’ 
quarters were estimated at $4,000,000. 
For bachelor officers 175 sets will be pro- 
vided at a cost of $3,000 each, or $525,000, 
For married enlisted men, 470 sets of 
quarters will cost $2,350,000. Utilities 
will cost an estimated $1,200,000, and 
administrative activities, including ad 
ministration building, post exchange, 
recreation, gates, fencing, gate and 
guard houses and the like, will cost $1, 
175,000. 

The project will develop a_ training 
area for a division of 14,500 men and 782 
officers. Facilities will be provided for 
rifle range firing, long-range and anti 
aircraft machine gun firing, combat prac 
tice firing, antiaircraft artillery firing. 
artillery firing, boat gun firing at beach 
targets, firing at water borne targets, 
troop landing operations through surf 
and other shore conditions, maneuvering 
and training of landing boat crews. There 
will also be facilities for training and 
maneuvering of amphibian tractor crews, 
of lighters, of ships boats, of rubber 
boats. Parachute troops can also be 
trained, and both ordinary land maneu- 
vers and beach defense can be carried 
out.

Odell, of Fort Bragg, has been elected to 
the Cum Laude society of Culver Military 
Academy—the highest academic honor 
which can be bestowed upon a cadet. 
Young Odell is one of the outstanding 
men of his class of 150, planning to 
graduate on 11 June. He is editor-in-chief 
of the Culver yearbook, a first lieutenant 
in his company, battalion adjutant for 
the infantry and a sergeant of the Culver 
Rifles Honor Guard. 





New Gunnery School 

Authority for the construction of build 
ings and facilities for a flexible gunnery 
school at Panama City, Florida, at a cost 
of approximately $3,723,567, has been 
granted. Since this has been designated 
as a permanent station required by the 
Air Corps after the emergency, tile con- 
struction will be used. 





National Guard Officers 

A National Guard officer who resigns

week. 





Largest Powder Plant 


The world’s largest powder plant, 
located at Charlestown, Ind., started pro- 
duction 24 April, one month ahead of its 
scheduled opening, the War Department 
announced. The new plant will manu- 
facture powder in sufficient quantity to 
supply the needs of an army of more than 
1,000,000 men.

880 feet at the waterline, have a normal 
capacity of 81 planes. 

Two provision storeships are in Navy 
hands and funds for two more are pro- 
vided. The Navy has bought the Iroquois 
and has converted her to the hospital ship 
Solace, and now plans to buy the Shawnee 
for conversion to a hospital ship. Three 
vessels have been acquired as cargo ships, 
and three more are to be bought for the 
same purpose. Two general stores issue 
ships also have been bought by the Navy. 
Three submarine tenders and three sea- 
plane tenders are in hand, and two 
destroyer tenders are provided for in the 
supplemental appropriation, in addition 
to the vessel already being converted to 
that use. 

Two vessels of a new type round out 
the dozen new ships sought by the Navy. 
They are the Seatrain Texas and Seatrain 
New Jersey, both built in 1940, These 
vessels are equipped to carry whole trains 
of freight cars loaded in the intercoastal 
trade. The Navy proposes to purchase 
them for $3,000,000 each, and convert 
them to plane transports. Their big holds 
should make them especially desirable 
for this purpose. 

In addition to the large vessels noted, 
the Navy had as of 81 March bought 15 
minesweepers, 39 coastal minesweepers, 
an ocean-going tug, eight submarine 
chasers, four gunboats, five yachts, 13 
coastal yachts, and a large number of dis- 
trict craft, ferryboats, harbor tugs, motor 
tankers, barges and lighters. 





Navy Temporary Promotion 
(Oontinued from First Page) 
ner Fred Jordan, and Chief Machinist 
Virden J. Wixom, all stationed at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, to present the war- 
rant officers’ side of the situation. 

“Personally, I believe if a warrant offi- 
cer has done his job well he should have 
an opportunity to stay there. I don’t 
mean they should be ahead of commis- 
sioned officers who may be available, but 
where there is a more or less constant 
need for new officers surely some of these 
men are capable of doing the job and 
should be given the chance. 

“The Navy agrees that this should be 
done during an emergency and that is 
why they are asking authority to make 
these temporary promotions. I feel that 
if the Navy relies on these men to uphold 
the traditions of the Navy in an emer- 
gency there should be some guarantee that 
their welfare will not be lost sight of 
when their emergency service is com- 
pleted. There are some men who would 
make good permanent officers and they 
should have the opportunity to remain.” 

Mr. Magnuson said he proposed, after 
the hearing, to introduce an amendment 
to authorize the Navy Department to 
establish some satisfactory procedure 
along these lines which he said he be- 
lieved would fill the need intended to be 
met by the earlier warrant officer bill and 
by the bill H. R. 2227 introduced on 16 
Jan. by Representative Patrick J. Boland, 
Pa., to establish a specialist corps in the 
Navy. 

Following is the text of the bill: 


A BILL 


Authorizing the temporary appointment or ad- 
vancement of certain personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That except as 
otherwise specified herein the authority granted 
by this Act shall be exercised only in time of 
war or national emergency determined by the 
President. 


SHC. 2. (a) As used in this Act the words 
“temporarily appointed” shall be interpreted 
to mean also “temporarily promoted” or “tem- 
porarily advanced in rank,” as the case may be. 

(b) The following personnel of the Regular 
Navy or Marine Corps may be temporarily ap- 
pointed to ranks or grades in the Regular 
Navy or Marine Corps, not above lieutenant 
in the Navy and captain in the Marine Corps: 


(1) commissioned warrant officers, 

(2) warrant officers, 

(8) first class petty officers and above in 
the Navy and platoon or staff sergeants and 
above in the Marine Corps, including en- 
listed men of those grades on the retired list 
on active duty, 

Enlisted men of the Fleet Reserve may also be 





so temporarily appointed if on active duty in 
the grades herein specified for enlisted men of 
the Regular Navy. 


SEC. 8. Officers on the active list of the 
Regular Navy or Marine Corps in commissioned 
ranks, including those appointed under the 
authority of section 2 of this Act, may be tem- 
porarily appointed to higher ranks or grades 
in the Regular Navy or Marine Corps. 


SEC. 4. Commissioned or warrant officers on 
the retired list of the Navy or Marine Corps, 
may, while on active duty, be temporarily ap- 
pointed to higher ranks or grades on the re- 
tired list, not above lieutenant commander in 
the Navy or Major in the Marine Corps. Any 
officer so appointed shall, while on active duty, 
be entitled to the same pay and allowances as 
officers of like grade or rank with equivalent 
service on the active list: Provided, That ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in this Act any 
such commissioned or warrant officer so tem- 
porarily appointed shall, upon his relief from 
active duty, revert to the grade or rank on the 
retired list and to the retired pay status which 
he would have held had he not been so tem- 
porarily appointed. 


SEC. 5. The temporary appointments under 
the authority of this Act shall be In such num- 
bers as the Secretary of the Navy may deter- 
mine that the needs of the service require and 
in such manner and under such regulations as 
he may prescribe. 

SEC. 6. Temporary appointments under the 
authority of this Act shall, if they are to the 
rank or grade of rear admiral in the Navy or 
general officer in the Marine Corps, be made 
by and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate; if to lower ranks or grades they may be 
made by the President alone. 

SEC. 7. (a The permanent, probationary, 
or acting appointments of those persons tem- 
porarily appointed In accordance with the pro 
visions of this Act shall not be vacated by rea- 
son of such temporary appointments, such 
persons shall not be prejudiced thereby in re- 
gard to promotion, advancement, or appoint- 
ment in accordance with laws relating to the 
Regular Navy or Marine Corps, and their 
rights, benefits, privileges, and gratuities shall 
not be lost or abridged !n any respect whatever 
by their acceptance of commissions or warrants 
hereunder : Provided, That except as otherwise 
provided herein no person who shall accept a 
commission or warrant under Section 2 of this 
Act shall, while serving thereunder, be entitled 
to pay or allowances except as provided by law 
for the position temporarily occupied : Provided 
further, That no person temporarily appointed 
under the authority of this Act shall suffer 
any reduction in pay and allowances to which 
he would have been entitled had he not been 
so temporarily appointed. 

(b) Enlisted men shall, upon being initially 
appointed as provided by Section 2 of this Act, 
be paid the sum of $150 as a uniform gratuity. 

SEC. 8. (a) Any individual serving under 
a temporary appointment pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this Act may, subject to existing law 
providing for the retirement of officers, and 
upon approval of the finding of a retiring board 
that by reason of physical disability incurred 
incident to the service in time of war he is in- 
capacitated for the performance of active duty, 
be transferred to the retired list or advanced 
in rank thereon, as the case may be, with or 
to the grade or rank in which temporarily serv- 
ing and with 75 per centum of the active duty 
pay provided by law for officers of his retired 
rank and length of service. 

(b) Any officer on the retired list shall, upon 
approval of the finding of a retiring board that 
by reason of physical disability incurred in- 
cident to the service in time of war he is in- 
capacitated for the performance of active duty, 
he entitled ot 75 per centum of the active duty 
pay provided by law for officers of his retired 
rank and length of service. 

(c) As used In this Section the term “physi- 
cal disability” as applied to officers on the re- 
tired list shall mean that degree of incapacity 
which necessitates the release of the individual 
from active duty. 

(d) The provisions of this Section shall not 
apply in any case unless the proceedings of the 
retiring board are commenced within six 
months from the termination of the temporary 
appointment or the release from active duty, as 
the case may be. 

SEC. 9. Commissioned officers appointed 
under the authority of Section 2 of this Act 
shall not be counted in any computation to de- 
termine the authorized number of officers in 
any grade. 

‘SEC. 10. Personnel appointed or advanced 
under the authority of this Act may be con- 
tinued in their temporary status during such 
period as the President may determine, but not 
longer than six months after the termination 
of war or national emergency. Upon the term- 
ination of their temporary status such person- 
nel shall, unless otherwise provided herein, 
revert to their permanent grades, ranks, or rat- 
ings.

25,000 Flying Cadets 


The War Department plans to have 
more than 25,000 flying cadets in the Air 
Corps during the fiscal year 1942, it was 
disclosed this week during hearings on 
H. R. 4476, the War Department omnibus 
bill, before the House Military Affairs 
Committee. The bill provides for a num- 
ber of matters affecting the Military Es- 
tablishment and authorizes a number of 
small appropriations for the fiscal year 
ending 30 June 1942. 


Strength of Army 

Section Two of the bill removes the 
limitations provided in existing law as to 
the strength of any branch of the Army, 
the number of flying cadets in the Army 
Air Corps, the number of assistant su- 
perintendents of the Army Nurse Corps, 
and the number and grade of reserve offi- 
cers who may be ordered to extended ac- 
tive duty with the Air Corps during the 
fiscal year 1942. A proviso, however, lim- 
its the number of officers of the Army, 
exclusive of officers of the Army Air 
Corps and those assigned thereto for 
training, who may be required to partici- 
pate regularly and frequently in aerial 
flights to not more than 5 per cent of the 
total authorized commissioned strength 
of the Army. 

The War Department sent the following 
explanation of this Section: 

“The proposed removal of limitations as to 
the strength of any branch of the Army 
would enable the War Department to meet 
the requirements of the present situation. 
Various sections of the National Defense Act 
specify the commissioned and_ enlisted 
strengths of the respective branches of the 
regular army. The removal of these limita- 
tions are essential to proper organizational 
planning to meet the progressive develop- 
ments of a well-balanced team prepared for 
combat under modern and constantly chang 
ing conditions. 

“The proposed removal of limitations as to 
the number of flying cadets in the Army Air 
Corps for the fiscal year 1942 is but an ex- 
tension of the removal of the limitations in 
this respect authorized for 1941 by Section 
2a, Act of 2 July 10 (Public No. 708). Exist- 
ing law authorizes 2,500 flying cadets. Every 
possible effort is being made to increase this 
important category, and plans contemplate a 
minimum of 25,122 flying cadets during the 
fiscal year 1942. 

“The proposed removal of limitations as to 
the number of assistant superintendents of 
the Army Nurse Corps will enable the War 
Department to meet the requirements of the 
temporarily enlarged Army of the United 
States. Existing law ... authorizes not to 
exceed six assistant superintendents of the 
Army Nurse Corps, which number is not 
sufficient to meet the requirement of the ex- 
isting situation.” 


The War Department further pointed 
out that the removal of the limitation 
regarding reserve officers with the Air 
Corps is but an extension of the removal 
of limitations authorized for the present 
year and declared: “The continuation of 
this suspension for the fiscal year 1942 is 
essential in order to meet the require- 
ments of the existing national defense 
situation.” The provision regarding the 
limited number of officers required to 
take aerial flights is a continuation of the 
provision carried in the Third Supple- 
mental National Defense Appropriation 
Act. 





Travel Allowances 

Another section would authorize thp 
same travel allowances and travel jp 
kind for dependents of personnel of the 
National Guard, Officers’ Reserve Corps 
and Enlisted Reserve Corps when ordered 
to active duty for 15 days or more ag ap- 
plies to the Regular Army. In this eop 
nection the War Department wrote: 

“Though Section 37a of the National De 
fense Act provides in part that a Reserve og 
cer when on active duty shall receive the sane 
pay and allowances as an officer of the Regn. 
lar Army of the same grade and length o 
active service, and mileage from his home tp 
his first station and from his last station ty 
his home, it has been held that this doeg not 
place him on a status of equality with per 
sonnel of the Regular Army with respect tp 
transportation of dependents on permanent 
change of station. The same condition applies 
to the personnel of the National Guard ang 
the Enlisted Reserve Corps. Under existing 
conditions this is deemed an unjust discrim| 
nation.” 

Also authorized in the bill are the same 
travel allowances and travel in kind for 
dependents of retired officers, retired 
warrant officers and retired enlisted men 
of the first three grades, and enlisted men 
of the first three grades of the Regular 
Army Reserve as are now or may here 
after be authorized for dependents of 
personnel of the Regular Army, including 
travel allowances and travel in kind for 
dependents when such personnel is or 
dered to active duty and upon relief 
therefrom. 

Welfare of Personnel 

Authority also is granted for entertain 
ment and instruction in connection with 
the welfare of enlisted personnel, con 
cerning which the War Department 
wrote: 


“The War Department Morale Branch con 
templates that weekly transcribed radio pro 
grams will be conducted for the entertain 
ment and instruction of enlisted personnel (of 
the Army of the United States) at the various 
posts, camps and stations. It also contem 
plates the dissemination of information rela 
tive to recreational and welfare activities to 
newspapers, periodicals, and camp publica 
tions. This program necessitates expense of 
preparing and conducting radio programs 
preparation of cartoons, photography, and 
articles for distribution, and services incident 
thereto.” 

Likewise provided is authority to em 
ploy internes in the Medical Department 
which would enable the War Department 
“to give selected ROTC graduates an ad 
ditional year of instruction under Medi 
cal Corps supervision, thus insuring 4 
high standard for officer candidates for 
the Medical Corps.” 

Other provisions in the bill would au 
thorize appointment of civilian employees 
for duty outside the continental limits of 
the country; transportation of baggag 
for military and civilian personnel; lease 
of vessels from the Maritime Commis 
sion for Army transportation ; suspend 
general laws relating to construction of 
military posts; limit the fee to be paid 
any contractor at military posts to 6 per 


cent of the estimated cost; liberaliz 
rules regarding airplane construction 


contracts; authorize funds for railroad 
operation; suspend general laws regard 
ing leaseholds and other interests in land 
for military construction and defense in 
stallation ; authorize employment of tech 
nical and professional individuals and 
firms; and authorize continuation of the 
present general authorizations for prose 
cution of military works.

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General Marshall Testifies 

Corps maneuvers in June and July will 
show he blooming of an_ effective 
force,” General George C. Marshall. 
chief of Staff, told members of the Sen 
ate National Defense Investigation Com 
mittee on Tuesday. He made the state- 
nent While praising the training and ef 
fdeney of the National Guard and the 
Reserve Corps, especially the Reserve 
Corps built up by the R.O.T.C, These and 
the regular Army personnel are working 
in excellent harmony, he said, and the 
morale is high. 

He admitted, however, that the three 
components have presented an officer 
promotion problem which has “many com 
plications,” but declared “we think we 
have ironed out most of the difficulties.” 

The training program, General Mar 
shall declared, is going forward rapidly 
and as a result of careful attention to de 
tails the Army of the United States as 
assembled “is a harmonious group with 
a one-army spirit.” He stressed the im- 
portance of leadership, declaring: “If 
leadership depends purely on seniority 
you are defeated before you start. We 
have to take the best man we can get 
and put him there, and the only way we 
can do it is promote him.” For that rea 
son, he said, some selective processes are 
ing used in promotions. 


Dificulty With Funds 

The Chief of Staff opened his testi 
mony before the committee by recalling 
the difficulty Army leaders encountered 
prior to the fall of France in securing 
appropriations from Congress and the 
support of public opinion in enlarging 
the Army and securing additional equip 
ment and materiel. He pointed out that 
he had heen sharply criticized in the 
Spring of 1940 for asking for 10,000 addi 
tional airplanes and then only two months 
later when the Germans had broken 
through the Western front he was criti 
cized for not having asked enough. Pub 
lie opinion, he said, did not realize the 
gravity of the situation until France was 
defeated. 

As for the Army at the present time, 
General Marshall declared it is “now 
over the hump” and has 1,250,000) men 
properly organized and exhibiting “the 
highest morale T have ever seen.” 

The training program, he asserted, is 
proceeding, roughly speaking, on sehed 
ile, although some of the cantonments 
ire not keeping pace with original con 
struction estimates. He took personal re 
sponsibility for some of the expenses and 
wme of the delays, declaring that he per 
sonally had ordered the cantonment 
iildings painted because he believed it 
Would be bad for morale to “coop men 
up for a year in unpainted buildings that 
looked like lumber yards.” 

Training plans were carefully made in 
idvance and were revised to take into 
tecount the lessons of the present War in 
Enrope. Asked by members of the com 
mittee if the Army had been able to ob 
‘erve the invasion of Poland, General 
Marshall said that American military ob

Promotion Troubles 
“The promotion of the Regular establish

The promotion in the 
National Guard was regulated purely on a

stance: They came to me and said at one big 
school that the instructor in charge of one 
of the subdivisions was a captain; he had 


had 16% years’ service; he had three or four 
or five or six, I have forgotten, reserve assis 


tants, excellent men. He had three, T think, 
that had had 12 years in the Reserve Corps, 
with probably less than a year's active ser 
viee, but 12 years In the Reserve Corps 
“Now they were all going over his head, Ile 
had had 164% years but his promotion rate 
was 17 years on the pay basis. Their promo 


tion rate was 12 years on a length of tenure 
in the Reserve Corps. Now in order to pre 
vent that sort of an upset, where the man 
with the long experience—the professional 
was going to be subordinated to a man with 
only about a year's active service and 12 
years continuing, what we did was to pro 
mote 1,000 Regular officers of over 12 years’ 
service.” 
Value of Leadership 

In a further discussion of personnel, 
General Marshall said: 

“No matter how much money you appro 
priate for material and pay, it is largely in 
effective unless you have leadership. And if 
leadership depends purely on seniority you 





are defeated before you start. You give a 
good leader very little and he will succeed: 
you give mediocrity a great deal and they 
will fail. That is illustrated everywhere I 
turn, These rapid tours I make around the 
country disclose that it is the most impres 
sive thing. We see the effect of leadership 
in handling the ‘flu, in the construction of a 
cantonment, in doing anything, It depends 
on leadership. Take in the anti-aircraft regi 
ments, they are not organized in divisions 
and things of that sort, you see, but here is 
a group for training. Here are anti-aircraft 
units that are merely that in name and being 
converted from urfits in the National Guard. 
These people are all assembled for training. 
Now the quality of the unit, the rapidity 
with which it is developed, depends very 
directly and in certain measure almost com 
pletely on the leadership of the man in 
charge.

“IT might say that the only thing in this 
appalling expenditure of money in this de 
fense program that doesn’t cost us anything 
is a Brigadier General. Maybe in some in 
stances $25 a month, most of the time noth 
ing at all; it is all honor and a cotton flag, 
but it means everything in leadership.” 

Senator Connally. “That is beeause, of 
course, you base your advancement on years 
of service and pay rather than rank.”

General Marshall, “No sir, that is due to 
the fact that practically when they amended 
the Army pay in 1922 1 don’t think they 


touched the Brigadier General's pay, but in 
10S the only way they could get the increase 
was to crowd the colonel’s pay against the 
brigadier’s; the colonel and the brigadier 
ought possibly to get the same pay, but one 
is in command, which is the important part.” 

Senator Connally. “Now your regular pro 
motion system, permanent, depends more on 
years of service than it does on rank?" 

General Marshall, “Yes, sir.” 

Senator Connally, “An officer is 
the number of years he has served?" 

General Marshall. “In a large mensure: 
there are some qualifications.” 

Senator Connally “You eall it 
pay periods?” 

General Marshall. “It used to be ‘fogies’ in 
the old days when you were in the Army. 1 
might say now, sir, that most of the men 
we have promoted in the regular establish 
ment on a temporary basis got no increase 
of pay, and they are serving side by side 
with men of the same grade in the National 
Guard, in the Reserve, who are getting more 
pay than they are.’
